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Updated Property Tax Information Now Available for Texas Taxpayers 

(Austin) - New and updated property tax information has just been complied by Travis Central Appraisal District and is available now to assist 
taxpayers. This property tax information is current and covers a wide range of topics, such as taxpayer remedies, exemptions and appraisals, 
and has information for select groups, such as disabled veterans and persons age 65 or older. 

“Whether you are a homeowner, business owner, disabled veteran or taxpayer, it’s important you know your rights concerning the property tax laws” 
said Marya Crigler, Chief Appraiser of the Travis Central Appraisal District. “You can contact us about any property tax issues with full confidence 
that we will provide you the most complete, accurate and up-to-date available information to assist you.” 

• Property Tax Exemptions for Disabled Veterans - The law provides partial exemptions for any property owned by disabled veterans or surviving 
spouses and surviving children of deceased disabled veterans. There is also a partial exemption for homesteads donated to disabled veterans by charitable 
organizations, at no cost or not more than 50 percent of the good faith estimate of the homestead’s market value, to the disabled veterans and his or her 
surviving spouse. The exemption amount is determined according to percentage of service-connected disability. The law also provides a 100 percent home¬ 
stead exemption for 100 percent disabled veterans and his or her surviving spouse and surviving spouse of U.S. armed service members killed in action. 

• Property Tax Exemptions - Non-profit organizations that meet statutory requirements may seek property tax exemptions and must submit 
the exemption application to the Travis Central Appraisal District before May 1st. Businesses that receive tax abatements granted by taxing units; 
ship inventory out of Texas that maybe eligible for the freeport exemption; store certain goods in transit in warehouses that are moved within 175 days; 
construct, install or acquire pollution control property; own and operate energy storage systems; convert landfill-generated gas; or store offshore 
drilling equipment while not in use may also be eligible for statutory exemptions. 

• Rendering Taxable Property - If a business owns tangible personal property that is used to produce income, the business must file a rendition 
to the Travis Central Appraisal District before April 2nd. Personal property includes inventory and equipment used by a business. Owners do not 
have to render exempt property such as church property or an agriculture producer’s equipment used for farming. 

• Appraisal Notices - Normally, taxpayers receive a notice of appraised value from the Travis Central Appraisal District in April. The city, county, 
school districts and other local taxing units will use the appraisal district’s value to set property taxes for the coming year. Appraisals establish the 
equitable portion of the overall tax burden that each property owner owes. The actual amount of the tax burden is based on the total budget adopted 
by the taxing unit. If the taxing unit’s budget increases then your tax burden increases. 

• Property Taxpayer Remedies - This Comptroller publication explains in detail how to protest a property appraisal, what issues the county appraisal 
review board (ARB) can consider and what to expect during a protest hearing. The publication also discusses the options of taking a taxpayer’s case 

to district court, the State Office of Administrative Hearings or binding arbitration if the taxpayer is dissatisfied with the outcome of the ARB hearing. 

• Homestead Exemptions - A homestead is generally defined as the home and land used as the owner’s principal residence on Jan. 1 of the tax 
year. A homestead exemption reduces the appraised value of the home and, as a result, lowers property taxes. Exemption applications are submitted 
to the Travis Central Appraisal District and are available online at www.traviscad.org/forms. 

• Productivity Appraisal - Property owners who use land for timberland production, agricultural purposes or wildlife management can be granted 
property tax relief on their land. They may apply to their local county appraisal district for an agricultural appraisal which may result in a lower 
appraisal of the land based on production, versus market value. 

• Residence Homestead Tax Deferral - Texas homeowners may postpone paying the currently delinquent property taxes due on the appreciating 
value of their homes by filing a tax deferral affidavit at their local county appraisal district. This tax relief allows homeowners to pay the property taxes 
on 105 percent of the preceding year’s appraised value of their homestead, plus the taxes on any new improvements to the homestead. The remaining 
taxes are postponed, but not cancelled, with interest accruing at 8 percent per year. 

• Property Tax Deferral for Persons Age 65 or Older or Disabled or Disabled Veteran Homeowners - Texans who are age 65 or older or 
disabled, as defined by law, or who qualify for a disabled veteran exemption may postpone paying current and delinquent property taxes on their homes 
by signing a tax deferral affidavit. Once the affidavit is on file, taxes are deferred, but not cancelled, as long as the owner continues to own and live in the 
home. Interest continues to accrue at 5 percent per year on the unpaid taxes. You may obtain a deferral affidavit at the appraisal district. 

• Notice of Availability of Electronic Communication - In appraisal districts located in counties with a population of more than 200,000 or 
that have authorized electronic communications, and that have implemented a system that allows such communications, chief appraisers and ARBs 
may communicate electronically through email or other media with property owners or his or her designated representative. Written agreements 
are required for notices and other documents to be delivered electronically instead of mailing. Currently Travis Central Appraisal District will 
accept renditions in electronic format.

CITY COUNCIL celebrates South by 
Southwest with the rest of us this week, resuming 
regular session March 22, when it will pay for its 
break with an agenda just shy of 100 Items (96), 
including setting public hearings (tentatively in 
May) for the long-awaited arrival of CodeNEXT. 
Budget prep gets serious April 4. See “Council: It 
Ain’t Over ’Til It’s Over,” p.16. 


SPRING BREAK is generally national SXSW 
news from Austin, but this year’s headlines report 
mysterious package bombings having killed two 
people, injured others. The FBI and other federal 
agencies are joining local police in the investiga¬ 
tions. Officials say they believe the bombings are 
related, and residents should be wary of unexpected 
or unmarked packages. 

AUSTIN POLICE report more than 260 calls 
about potentially dangerous packages since 
Monday’s bombings, though none of the boxes 
have turned out to hold any explosives. See 
“Domestic Terrorism,” p.18. 

BYE, BYE, BUSBY After five years as execu¬ 
tive director of NARAL Pro-Choice Texas, Heather 
Busby is stepping down from her role this spring. 
During her time running the reproductive rights 
group, Busby was part of the “unruly mob” that 
protested House Bill 2 and advocated against the 
law until its defeat at the U.S. Supreme Court. If 
anyone has the energy to fight against the state’s 
never-ending attacks on women’s health care, her 
gig is now up for grabs. 


THE AUSTIN BULLDOG (akaniewn 

Aleshire newsletter) reports that city legal has 
told Aleshire it has decided to allow anti-CodeNEXT 
petitioners to solicit signatures on sidewalks out¬ 
side city libraries, pending a revision of the current 
rules. And City Attorney Anne Morgan advised City 
Council that the petition itself appears to be illegiti¬ 
mate under state law, as an attempt to reject the 
entire zoning process and enact an ordinance in 
opposition to the City Charter. 


AN OFFICER-INVOLVED SHOOTING m 

the 6200 block of La Naranja Lane in Southwest 
Austin early on Monday morning left one 23-year- 
old man injured, but in stable condition. Interim 
Police Chief Brian Manley said officers were 
responding to a domestic disturbance, heard gun¬ 
shots inside the home, and exchanged gunfire with 
the man after he charged toward the door. 

KENDREX WHITE , the former UT student who 
killed Harrison Brown by stabbing last May, said in 
a court filing that he was insane at the time of the 
attack and should be provided alternative punish¬ 
ment to a prison sentence. White’s trial date has 
not been set.

It’s the tradition of this column (maybe 
just a habit) to welcome the thousands of 
SXSW visitors to Austin with some small 
attempt to explain a few things about Our 
Fair City and its curious co-location in the 
Lone Star State. In his new book, God Save 
Texas, peripatetic Austin 
writer Lawrence Wright 
remarks how many bi-coast- 
al folks he meets find it 
incomprehensible that he 
continues to live in Texas, 
then grudgingly forgive him 
when he mentions Austin - 
although most have never 
been to either place. The out¬ 
size mythologies of both 
places travel far and wide. 

Wright’s book, generally 
available next month, is likely to become a 
handy guide and introduction to both the 
state and the city, from a writer who 
acknowledges his greatly ambivalent feel¬ 


ings about his home state. (Like many cur¬ 
rent residents, Wright’s family moved here 
when he was a boy, but he’s Texan through 
and through.) The book is both celebratory 
and melancholy, as suggested by its title, 
which Wright says is borrowed from a song 
he wrote with Marcia Ball 
(another Texas transplant, 
from Louisiana), featuring 
the refrain, “He’s the only 
one who can.” Any Texan 
with any sense often finds 
themselves wondering if 
their home state is salvage¬ 
able - or even worth saving. 
In light of our current 
national “leadership,” that’s 
definitely a question that 
can be more broadly applied. 

It’s got “the friendliest people and the 
prettiest women you’ve ever seen.” That 
longtime Austin City Limits anthem, writ¬ 
ten and performed by Gary E Nunn (yet 


another transplant), is noteworthy not only 
because it’s a great song, but it’s a song 
about being literally homesick for Texas: 
“London Homesick Blues.” One of the first 
things newcomers learn about Texas is that 
once you live here, you’re continually irri¬ 
tated or flabbergasted by the sheer pure-D 
idiocy of so much that goes on here - until 
you leave, and find yourself yearning to be 
back in the middle of all the nonsense. 
Wright recounts phoning his daughter, 
away in college, about a half-assed, sleepy 
rattlesnake roundup at the Capitol, and her 
response: “Oh, I love Texas!” 

Texas Consequences 

Although he’s written about Texas before, 
Wright is of course better known for his 
long-form reporting for The New Yorker and 
his books about Scientology (Going Clear, 
2013) and international terrorism (The 
Looming Tower, 2006; The Terror Years,

2016). He acknowledges his provincial con¬ 
cern about being considered a “regional” 
writer (an anxiety that seldom bothers writ¬ 
ers microscopically dissecting Manhattan), 
but added that he’d had a “wonderful time” 
writing God Save Texas. That engagement 
shows, in his writing about Texas history, 
landscape, people, music ... 

But the book also reflects a persistent 
concern that the worst things about Texas 

- revivified racism, gun fetishism, reac¬ 
tionary politics, militarism and criminal 
injustice, rampant institutional greed - are 
steadily infecting the rest of the country, 
nowhere better embodied than in the “nar¬ 
cissistic Manhattan billionaire now sitting 
in the Oval Office.” People still blame 
Dallas for Lee Harvey Oswald; does any¬ 
body blame Queens for Donald Trump? 

Although he’s fascinated by the people 
pursuing Texas politics - George W. Bush 
and Ann Richards, Joe Straus and Dan 
Patrick, Greg Abbott and Sally Hernandez 

- he’s recurrently foreboding about the 
ultimate consequences. “I think Texas has 
nurtured an immature political culture that 
has done terrible damage to the state and 
to the nation. ... Illinois and New Jersey 
maybe more corrupt, Kansas and Louisiana 
may be more dysfunctional, but they don’t 
bear the responsibility of being the future.” 

Full Speed Ahead 

The grand scale of Texas, and the sheer 
range of its places and people - Houston to 
El Paso, the Panhandle to the Valley - is 
inevitably compelling to any writer, and 
Wright is happy just trying to get his arms 
around it all. But he notes that Texas is 
growing in population astronomically, and 
is therefore likely to dominate national 
politics for the foreseeable future. 
Simultaneously, the state’s Republican 
leadership - with a stranglehold on a 
Legislature seated in a town where they 
happily reside yet pretend to despise for its 
own easygoing, expansive, progressive, 
Texan culture - remains determined to 
further militarize the state’s borders, fur¬ 
ther undermine its public schools, further 
weaken public health care (especially for 
women), all in a quest to maintain white 
suburban political power over the multicul¬ 
tural majority of Texas cities and small 
towns, and the multicultural population of 
our common future. 

Sounds a lot like America, doesn’t it? As 
all y’all meander through the Austin blue¬ 
berry in the tomato soup of Texas - enjoy¬ 
ing all our very spring-like and energized 
attractions - you might ask yourself why 
we’re so Uber-strangled in stupid, primi¬ 
tive traffic. Because our state politicians - 
and our (few) voters - like it that way. Why 
the town seems split between exploding, 
wealth-generating gentrification, and a 
ring of poor neighborhoods steadily pushed 
outward from the city center - because in 
Texas, them that already has, gets. 

And you might consider why the best 
and worst of Texas is steadily becoming the 
best and worst of the country, for good and 
ill. Welcome to your future. ■ 


Are We on a Road to Nowhere? 

CODENEXT - WHAT A BUZZ KILL! 



Too much South by Southwest to have 
much of a column this week, but before I let 
you go on your way, I must command your 
attention to the bit of whimsy on p.17, “The 
Road to CodeNEXT,” explaining City staffs 
putative schedule for how the current draft of 
CodeNEXT, the massive land development 
code rewrite, will be proceeding through pub¬ 
lic hearings, commission review, and on to 
City Council. 

Amid the various listed deadlines for public 
bodies to make decisions and issue approv¬ 
als, notably missing is any reference to 
where staff and consultants’ own deadlines 
might lie: With a number of questions from 
the land use commissions still pending, 
some for a while now, and only one full meet¬ 
ing with the consultants currently scheduled, 
and ongoing work between the planners and 
the Planning Commission’s mapping work 
group still in the formative stages at last 
report, it is literally impossible for the 
required parts to all come together on the 
envisioned timetable. Or to put it another 
way, for this to work, staff and consultants 
would have to deliver within the next 60 days 
the kind of product they’ve been unable to 
deliver for the past three years. 

□ 

Meanwhile, staff’s insistence that the still 
very rough draft three be the 
document that Council starts 
deliberations with, seems 
guaranteed to extend dais 
squabbling indefinitely. This 
draft still has simple typos 
and drafting errors - some 
uncorrected since the first 
draft - plus some entirely new 
provisions and regulations 
that haven’t yet been vetted 
by relevant commissions, or 
run through any scenario test¬ 
ing such as what AIA Austin did on the first 
two drafts. So every typo will now have to be 


communicated to Council, and debated and 
voted on, presumably, on the dais, in the 
most politicized forum possible, alongside 
the debates over what the consequences 
might be of the third draft’s various untested 
new components. 

What could possibly go wrong? 

And mind you, all of that 
pertains only to the text of 
the code itself, leaving aside 
any discussion of the map¬ 
ping, which is where things 
really start to get personal, 
and heated. 

The powers that be can 
insist on fast-tracking, but 
forcing an early vote could be 
a quick route to total failure: 
With four council members 
firmly on record as saying 
they’ll oppose any code that won’t improve 
affordability - which the current draft won’t - 


and several more probably inclined to side 
with their constituents who believe that 
“CodeNEXT Ruins Austin” by encouraging 
teardowns, it might be hard for Mayor Adler 
to find a second “aye” vote if the motion 
were called today.

ABUSED HUTTO DETAINEE GETS HER DAY IN COURT 

An immigrant woman whose detainment at the T. Don Hutto Residential 
Center in Taylor has drawn calls for her release from Austin City Council mem¬ 
bers and sparked a request for a congressional investigation into detention 
center sexual abuse had her day in court on Tuesday. A hearing Downtown 
before U.S. District Judge Robert Pitman that was ongoing as this issue went 
to press should decide if Laura Monterrosa will be granted immediate release 
- or, at the least, the medical attention she needs. 

The case challenges ICE and its regional field officer Dan Bible as well as 
Hutto warden Charlotte Collins. In a 10-page filing, attorneys with the 
Mexican American Legal Defense and Educational Fund argue Hutto unconsti¬ 
tutionally failed to grant Monterrosa medical care to address her severe mental 
health needs, worsened by alleged retaliation from the facility after she spoke 
out about the abuse. Monterrosa suffers from post-traumatic stress disorder 
and depression; she sought to commit suicide in January and “remains at a 
high risk for suicide,” according to attorneys, who say ICE and Hutto employ¬ 
ees are guilty of “purposely misdiagnosing her condition, denying her ade¬ 
quate treatment and reasonable accommodations, and placing her in segrega¬ 
tion and isolation.” See next week’s issue for more details. - Mary Tuma

VANDALS AT UT STRIKE AGAIN 

If you happened to walk by the Littlefield 
Fountain on UT campus late last week you may have 
noticed something different about the water. Dyed 
bright purple, the fountain changed colors after van¬ 
dals on Thursday tagged its concrete wall with the 
message “This is the blood of survivors that UT 
ignores” in red paint. The incident is the second case 
of vandalism on campus related to the university’s 
continued employment of pharmacy professor 
Richard Morrisett, who pleaded guilty to choking his 
girlfriend in 2016. Advocates and groups have criti¬ 
cized UT for not adequately reprimanding Morrisett, 
and some are calling for his firing (“Is UT Harboring a 
Domestic Abuser?” Feb. 16). While the vandalism’s 
source has not yet been identified, the Revolutionary 
Student Front, a self-billed “anti-capitalist” student 
group, posted photos of the vandalized property on 
social media with a message condemning UT for 
“their role in endangering and perpetuating violence 
against women and all survivors of patriarchal abuse, 
assault, and harassment.” (The group held a protest 
against Morrisett in February.) The group uses a red 
hammer and sickle as its symbol, an image that 
appeared on both acts of vandalism. UT continues 
investigating both incidents. - M.T.

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McKalla Is the Place? 

NORTH AUSTIN SITE EYED FOR SOCCER STADIUM

McKalla Place, right now an uneven pitch 



The big soccer news last week was that 
Precourt Sports Ventures announced 
McKalla Place as their new favorite site for 
an Austin stadium. The declaration, issued 
last Thursday, comes after failed attempts 
at securing parkland in the city’s urban 
core - first at Butler Shores and then at Roy 
G. Guerrero Park. Now, says PSV CEO 
Anthony Precourt, the company is 
“impressed with the potential at McKalla 
Place” and is prepared to engage seriously 
with the city to bring a “privately funded, 
world-class soccer stadium” to the unused 
land near the Domain. 

Precourt’s statement again alluded to the 
“community benefits” package being touted 
by the company - a synopsis of which was 
delivered via a four-page memo to the mayor 
and City Council on Tuesday evening just 
moments before we went to 
press. (See next week’s issue 
for a detailed rundown.) 

PSV’s Austin-based attor¬ 
ney Richard Suttle noted 
Monday that the initial ben¬ 
efits proposal was offered in 
exchange for center city 
parkland, and that the price 
tag “may change with a dif¬ 
ferent site.” (It did.) 

Whatever deal the group 
and the city do settle on, 

PSV could help the city solve the problem of 
what to do with McKalla, a now-barren loca¬ 
tion that has vexed city officials for years. 
The site was a chemical plant operated by 
Reiehhold Chemicals Inc. back in the 
Fifties, but after a chemical explosion in 
1985, Reiehhold decided to abandon the 
property. The city bought the site in 1995 for 
$1.5 million, although a subsequent environ¬ 
mental study showed that the land could still 
be contaminated. City officials have since 
struggled to find a suitable use for what has 
become somewhat of a wasteland among 
rows of industrial-style buildings. Most 


recently, in 2014, City Council identified the 
tract as one of three potential sites for new 
affordable housing. That plan has gone 
nowhere, possibly due to safety concerns 
over permanently housing people on top of 
contaminated land - a problem that PSV will 
likely need to address in their proposal. 

For now, the ball is in Council’s court - er, 
pitch - with Mayor Pro Tern Kathie Tovo 
introducing a resolution on Monday that 
directs City Manager Spencer Cronk to 
conduct a thorough assessment of the 
potential site. That’ll in theory get heard at 
Council’s next meeting, March 22, but 
should face delay; Leslie Pool, whose dis¬ 
trict houses McKalla Place, has plans to 
miss that meeting. 

Pool focused on community benefits Friday 
as she discussed her reaction to the news that 
a nine-figure soccer stadium 
might get dropped into her 
district. Pool noted her 
“neutral position” on the 
idea of using McKalla for 
the stadium, and said she’s 
still in “gathering informa¬ 
tion mode” as she awaits 
more information from PSV 
on how the stadium may 
benefit Austin residents. 
She said she plans to main¬ 
tain a “healthy skepticism” 
toward the potential project until it is sup¬ 
ported by verifiable details on how the group 
plans to achieve any proposed benefits. 

“Where the negotiations will really begin 
to have substance is when we start unpack¬ 
ing the community benefits,” she said, 
stressing that she would be looking for 
PSV’s proposal to include several projects 
that could make a potential deal more attrac¬ 
tive to her D7 constituents. She’s already 
vocalized a need for the construction of a 
MetroRail station at the would-be stadium. 

Currently, the Kramer station sits about 
two miles away, but it is underutilized on 


account of the lack of parking and its posi¬ 
tioning within a mostly industrial area. 
Relocating that stop would help, but doing so 
would be expensive. Precourt would conceiv¬ 
ably have an easier time than the city raising 
capital from private investors to help fund the 
move. PSV President Dave Greeley told the 
Statesman in February that PSV has identi¬ 
fied 37 local businesses that could get involved 
as corporate partners should the Columbus 
Crew franchise move to Austin, so the organi¬ 
zation is clearly interested in working with 
city-owned businesses to achieve its goals. 

On the other side of town, D3 CM Pio 
Renteria on Friday expressed his support for 
soccer at McKalla - he is a co-sponsor of 
Tovo’s resolution - and did not feel resentful 
that PSV decided to move away from efforts 
to plan a stadium in his district. Although 
Renteria was frustrated the backlash against 
locating the stadium at Guerrero prevented 
Council from holding any substantive discus¬ 
sion on the possibility, he understood the 
passion for preserving city parkland that 
motivated community activists. He remains 
optimistic about the outcome for his district, 
however, saying that the process shined a 


much-needed spotlight on how badly some of 
the city’s underutilized parks - like Guerrero 
- need additional funding. Rirthermore, he 
noted the difficulty in raising that funding in 
a city that is already suffering from exorbi¬ 
tant property tax rates. The city, he said, 
should find other ways to fund improvements 
to parkland. “If we can accomplish that, then 
I will be a very happy person.” Renteria’s 
staff is working on a resolution intended to 
promote public-private partnerships; he 
hopes to have it submitted to Council soon. 

Back in Columbus, where the Crew is 2-0 
following a stoppage time game winner last 
Saturday, support appears to be lagging. 
Although online campaigns have urged fans 
to ramp up support for the Crew in spite of 
Precourt’s courtship, the club’s home opener 
saw a 26% drop in attendance from last year’s 
opener. Columbus Dispatch columnist 
Michael Arace offered his take on the precipi¬ 
tous drop, noting how fans may now be “loath 
to throw one more nickel at a San Francisco 
silver spooner who wants to move Columbus’ 
team to Texas because he likes queso.” 

Hot cheese or not, negotiations will need 
to begin in earnest soon, as the clock is tick¬ 
ing on a deal. Suttle says PSV will need to 
know if McKalla (or some other site) will 
work for the team before Council leaves for 
their summer break so that the Crew can 
have enough time to lock down a temporary 
location to play its 2019 season. If a deal, or 
at least a promising outline of one, is not 
reached by then, he said, PSV could be 
forced to look elsewhere in its search for a 
new headquarters for the Crew. But Suttle 
insisted that was a future PSV was deter¬ 
mined to avoid: “We are all in at McKalla.” 
And Leslie Pool offered a reminder to the 
longtime city lobbyist that Council’s not 
known for its quick decisions. 

“Since the city has not sought this proj¬ 
ect, and since Precourt wants city-owned 
land, he should anticipate that the conver¬ 
sation will take some time,” she said 
Monday. “I would not expect the Council to 
give in to a sense of urgency created by 
PSV” - Austin Sanders 


RideAustin Hangs On 

At an event held early last week after competitor Fasten skidded 
out of the market, RideAustin CEO Andy Tryba introduced himself 
as the “idiot who thought it was a good idea to start a 
nonprofit rideshare.” While it’s undoubtedly been a huge 
undertaking for Tryba and the RideAustin team to estab¬ 
lish the nonprofit, they’ve also established themselves 
as the last rideshare option standing among the surge 
of companies that tried to compete for market share 
after Uber and Lyft’s brief departure in 2016. Some, 
like GetMe and Tride, failed to ever gain traction; oth¬ 
ers, like Fasten and the even more short-lived Fare, put 
up a fight before eventually calling it quits. 

One driver at the event spoke to why RideAustin has 
developed such a close relationship with drivers: The nonprofit 
treats them with dignity, he said, and pays more to them per ride. 
While Fasten’s exit barely fazed him, of RideAustin the driver said: 
“These guys need to survive.” Speaking to those drivers, Tryba cele¬ 


brated 2.5 million rides completed and $330,000 donated to local 
charities through those rides. RideAustin saw a 25% increase in its 
ride volume on the day after Fasten shuttered, and a 40-60% 
increase in app downloads. Tryba said the nonprofit’s challenge mov¬ 
ing forward will be to combat the “habit” people get 
into while traveling outside of Austin to use Uber or 
Lyft. He stressed the importance of being out in full 
force during South by Southwest. 

Tryba poked a little bit of fun at Fasten when he high¬ 
lighted RideAustin’s local roots. “Fasten kind of posi¬ 
tioned themselves as local even though they were from 
Russia,” he said to laughs. He noted how his nonprofit 
will continue to make changes. RideAustin just imple¬ 
mented a referrals program to help drivers grow their 
clientele, and new-rider promos. In response to a driver’s 
question, he confirmed that he’d like to expand the service to other 
cities, perhaps even this year. 

“It takes your guys’ help,” Tryba said. “We’re hanging on.”

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Council: It Ain’t Over ’Til It’s Over 


Last Thursday’s City Council meeting 
began with a birthday wish from Leslie Pool 
- please no singing - that didn’t come true, 
and the room duly erupted in “Happy Birth¬ 
day” for Pool and longtime city staffer Kay 
Guedea. Another wish that died slowly on the 
vine was for a short meeting to match the 
36-Item agenda. No such luck, as tweaking 
of various dais proposals, a troublesome zon¬ 
ing case, and especially a dustup over the 
non-reappointment of a few municipal court 
judges extended the evening until nearly 8pm. 

We’ve briefly laid out previously the Coun¬ 
cil’s Austin Strategic Direction 2023 Plan, 
so I won’t rehash it here, except 
to say it represents Council’s the¬ 
oretical attempt to match six 
broad “strategic outcomes” (from 
affordability to “government that 
works”) to upcoming FY 2019 
budget preparations, and to 
devise a lengthy list of specific 
“metrics” to track those outcomes. There 
was a good bit of huffing and puffing over the 
details, and a handful of dais amendments, 
and in the end everyone was satisfied except 
Ellen Troxclair, who said her constituents 
simply want the city to cut taxes and do less. 
The Plan passed 10-0-1. 

Kathie Tovo carried a resolution to ask the 
city manager to explore the possibility of favor¬ 
ing already displaced residents for future 


affordable housing, and perhaps establish a 
“right of return” for those who’ve left their 
original neighborhoods due to rising housing 
prices. The vote (Troxclair excepted) was never 
in doubt, though there was discussion (public 
and executive session) over how it might be 
implemented, and whether there would be 
legal or financial obstacles (in state law or dis¬ 
parate housing funds) to establishing such a 
ranking system. Eastside activist proponents 
of “The People’s Plan” on housing endorsed 
the move, and Mayor Steve Adler said the city 
needs to try whatever affordability tools might 
be available - so we’ll see what City Manager 
Spencer Cronk can devise. 

One specific affordability pro¬ 
posal foundered, more or less, in a 
zoning case concerning a proposed 
multi-story office project in the 
1600 block of East Fourth Street, 
near Plaza Saltillo. The develop¬ 
ers want to build higher (to 72 feet) 
than current zoning allows, and in return sug¬ 
gest not only the requisite affordable housing 
fees-in-lieu, but at least five years of below- 
market rent on 9,000 feet of ground-floor cre¬ 
ative arts studio space. Neighborhood groups 
objected, artist groups testified in support, 
and council members were intrigued but hesi¬ 
tant - whether the presumed benefits were 
sufficient, and whether the five years could 
lead to permanent ownership or at least 



some extended arrangement. (State law, 
ahem, is unforgiving on “contract zoning”) A 
singular objection arose from Pio Renteria, 
who said his daughter lives across the street 
(to the north) and residents worry that a tall¬ 
er building will cast too much shade. (Maybe 
they’ll change their minds in August.) The 
change passed on first reading, but only to 
60 feet, with direction to the stakeholders to 
keep talking and return in due course. 


On the subject of more talking, it took 
nearly 90 minutes to approve the slate of 
municipal court judges recommended by 
the Council’s judicial committee, chaired by 
Jimmy Flannigan. That was partly due to 
witnesses who wished to applaud the com¬ 
mittee for its effort to apply professional and 
fairness standards to the judges (historically 
heavily laced with political appointees), and 
partly due to objections from judges who had 
not been reappointed - after their unanimous 
rejection by an appointed review panel con¬ 
sisting of various legal stakeholders (both 
defense and prosecution members). 

The latter reached a nadir when one 
defrocked judge, Olivia Ruiz, offered to show 
council members certain “unpublished photo¬ 
graphs” purporting to reflect a suspicious 
friendship between a review panel member 
and the presiding judge. Council wasn’t terri¬ 
bly interested in the tabloid revelations, and 
Flannigan strongly rejected the implication 
that the process was unfair or tainted by 
secrecy (standard in personnel matters). At 
any rate, the reduced slate was approved 
(with three abstentions), and applications are 
open for a handful more judges. 

Finally, Council approved new overall 
Austin Water rates that should save median 
householders about $2.40 a month for the 
next couple of years, reportedly the first such 
rate cut in at least 30 years. Raise a glass 
of AW’s finest, to Austin’s liquid future.

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The Road to CodeNEXT 


Interim Assistant City Manager Joe 
Pantalion proposed a new CodeNEXT 

schedule on Friday, as the zoning 
rewrite moves from the drafting pro¬ 
cess to City Council and (eventually, 
possibly) adoption and implementation. 
The tentative schedule, laid out below, 
relies on the approval of several enti¬ 
ties, including Council’s adoption of the 
proposed public hearing dates, and 
action (in the form of two separate rec¬ 
ommendations) from the city’s 
Planning and Zoning & Platting com¬ 
missions, which staff hope to receive 
by mid-May. To help those commis¬ 
sions meet that goal, staff is currently 
scheduling additional CodeNEXT work 
sessions through the remainder of 
March and April. That would put Coun¬ 
cil in line to receive the proposed lan¬ 
guage, and the land use commissions’ 
feedback, in June, with the first Council 
vote slated for June 12. If all somehow 
goes according to plan, we’re looking 
at a schedule just like this.

TRIO OF PACKAGE BOMBS TARGET MINORITY HOMES

Cynthia Burdett discusses her 
experience when a package bomb 
went off at her neighbor’s home. 


Austin Police were still investigating the 
source of the exploding package that killed 
Anthony House out front of his Harris 
Ridge home in Northeast Austin on March 2 
when a second package exploded shortly 
after 6am on Monday morning at a house on 
Oldfort Hill Drive, 12 miles to Harris Ridge’s 
south. The mysterious package was struc¬ 
tured similarly - unmarked and left out 
front - and when it detonated, it killed 
17-year-old Draylen Mason, who opened it, 
and injured his mother, standing nearby 
Mason’s grandmother was also at the home 
during the detonation but was unharmed. A 
neighbor reported that the blast was so 
strong that it blew a window out next door. 

The FBI and Bureau of Alcohol, Tobac¬ 
co, Firearms and Explosives joined APD at 
Oldfort Hill, and before long Homicide 
detectives and FBI agents were 
canvassing the area. APD evac¬ 
uated close neighbors as a 
bomb squad cleared a second 
package (which proved non- 
suspicious) from the neighbor¬ 
hood. Neighbor Mark Woodard 
told me he was not home at the 
time of the detonation, but that 
his mother and sister were, and they heard 
what they described as a door slamming 
shut before they were both escorted to a Cap 
Metro bus for evacuation. Another neighbor, 
Cynthia Burdett, appeared visibly shaken 
as she told reporters she first thought the 
sound was her own heater exploding. The 
next thing she knew, “I saw my neighbor on 
a stretcher.” She described the Mason fam¬ 
ily as being active in their church. 

Police had been reluctant to classify 
House’s death as anything in particular - 
and in fact at one point questioned whether 
House made the bomb himself - but at a 


press briefing shortly after Mason’s death 
on Monday, interim Police Chief Brian 
Manley said detectives were now investigat¬ 
ing House’s death as a homicide, and that 
“similarities” in the two incidents made 
clear that a connection should be pursued. 
Neither package came through any licensed 
delivery service, leading investigators to 
believe they were being dropped off over¬ 
night. Manley said officials have asked 
neighbors for any surveillance video that 
may have recorded the package being 
placed. “We want the community to be 
aware that this has happened, and obvious¬ 
ly there is the possibility that these are 
related,” he said. “So if you find any suspi¬ 
cious packages on your front porch, at your 
residence, do not handle them, but instead 
call 911 and let us come out and take a look 
at those packages and ensure 
that they are safe.” 

Not an hour had passed after 
the warning that word of anoth¬ 
er explosion - this time on 
Galindo Street in Southeast 
Austin - came in to APD. Agents 
rushed across the river to a 
home where 75-year-old 
Esperanza Herrera had found a third 
exploding package on her doorstep and 
picked it up to bring into her home. (She 
never actually opened it.) Paramedics rushed 
Herrera to a nearby hospital, where she was 
reported in critical but stable condition. 

Though two of the three households tar¬ 
geted were African-American and the other 
Latino, Manley told reporters during a sub¬ 
sequent brief that investigators wouldn’t 
yet classify the bombings as hate crimes 
and couldn’t establish a defined motive. 
“We are not ruling anything out at this 
point, because when you rule something 


out you limit the focus of the investigation 
and you might miss something,” he said. 

But there was no longer any doubt the 
bombings were related. The participating 
agencies will form a task force to investi¬ 
gate the case. The FBI sent its San Antonio 
and Dallas Evidence Response Teams, and 
the ATF dispatched its National Response 
Team. While assuring the public that the 
task force would “leave no stone unturned,” 
Manley warned that the investigation could 
be a lengthy one. He reiterated that the city 
should be vigilant about any suspicious 
packages: “These devices can explode in 
many ways, either by being moved or by 
being opened. If you see something that’s 
out of place: Do not handle it, do not move 
it, do not touch it. Call us.” 

With eyes already on the city for South by 
Southwest, the story caught the attention of 
national media. Manley said that while visi¬ 
tors should be as vigilant as any resident, it 


doesn’t appear the Festival is a target. And 
he declined to get into details about the 
construction of the bombs, or characterize 
the perpetrator as a serial bomber. But what 
he did say was rather grim: “What we do 
know is we have an individual who has the 
ability to construct these bombs and to have 
them successfully detonate and cause seri¬ 
ous injury and loss of life.” 

As the task force continues its investiga¬ 
tion, the city mourns the loss of a 17-year-old 
full of promise. Mason attended East Austin 
College Prep, was active in his church, and 
dreamed of becoming a surgeon. He also 
played the double bass for the Austin Youth 
Orchestra. Former City Council Member 
Mike Martinez posted a photo of himself 
with Mason in 2013, when Mason won the 
Hispanic Bar Association’s essay contest 
with an insightful piece on racial profiling. 
“We must put a stop to this,” Martinez 
wrote. “RIP Draylen.” - Nina Hernandez

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Medical Board Loses a 
and Attacks the Judge 

BURKHALTER FORCED TO RESIGN BY STATE OFFICE 


• •• 


Faced with a disappointing judicial ruling, 
most people either lick their wounds and 
move on, or appeal to a higher court. Not so 
for the Texas Medical Board - they took 
aim, successfully, at the judge and his job. 

Last September, Hunter Burkhalter, an 
experienced administrative law judge at the 
State Office of Administrative Hearings, 
issued a “Proposal for Decision” in the case 
of the TMB vs. Dr. Robert Van Boven. The 
case involved accusations by three patients 
(or their families) that in 2014 and 2015 Van 
Boven behaved unprofessionally; more spe¬ 
cifically, two female patients had accused 
the doctor of sexual “boundary violations” 
during physical examinations. Last May, 
Burkhalter presided over a weeklong hear¬ 
ing that featured TMB litigators prosecut¬ 
ing the case opposite Van Boven and his 
attorneys, with testimony by 17 witnesses, 
including the accusing patients. 

Burkhalter concluded that there was 
insufficient and unpersuasive evidence of 
the charges, and that the allegations of 
boundary violations were not sufficiently 
credible. In a lengthy and very thorough 
opinion, the judge found that “there are 
enough implausibilities and issues of doubt 
raised by the evidence that the [judge] can¬ 
not conclude that the allegations of Patients 
A and B are more likely than not, true.” (The 
third complaint was also dismissed.) 

As these proceedings are structured, at 
that point the TMB had a choice: confirm 
Burkhalter’s PFD, or ask the state attorney 
general’s office to appeal the ruling to state 
district court. After some delay, on Dec. 8 
board members reluctantly confirmed the 
PFD, adopting the judge’s “Findings of Fact 
and Conclusions of Law.” Several board 
members complained at the time - even as 
they voted to accept the decision. TMB 
Chair Sherif Zaafran read a statement 
arguing that perhaps a different judge, or 
two judges, or a female judge, might have 
ruled differently, while noting “the current 
climate [concerning sexual misconduct] 
across this country.” 

That is, while confirming Burkhalter’s 
ruling, the TMB impugned his impartiality 
and suggested various factors external to 
the case should have changed the outcome. 

DEFINITIONS OF DISMISSAL 

Last week, the Chronicle learned that the 
TMB didn’t stop there. Thanks to informa¬ 
tion provided by persons familiar with 
SOAH and documents received in response 
to open records requests, we learned that on 
Feb. 22, Burkhalter was forced to resign his 
ALJ position “in lieu of termination” by 
SOAH’s administrator, Chief Administrative 
Law Judge Lesli G. Ginn. Ginn’s decision 
was in response first to a Jan. 10 letter from 
TMB Interim Executive Director Scott 


Freshour, which accused Burkhalter of bias 
and questioned the ALJ’s ability “to decide 
certain cases involving sexual misconduct 
impartially.” In his attempt to relitigate the 
case and question Burkhalter’s judgment, 
Freshour not only cherry-picked a few small 
details of the judge’s opinion to suggest bias 
against female complainants, he cited as 
evidence an allegedly overheard, casual con¬ 
versation during a break in an entirely dif¬ 
ferent hearing, during 
which Burkhalter reported¬ 
ly agreed with a female court 
clerk that supermodel Kate 
Upton (then viewable on TV 
attending the World Series) 
was indeed good-looking.

In short, disputing a rul¬ 
ing that in part concerned 
allegations of sexually- 
based misconduct, Freshour 
attempted to portray Judge 
Burkhalter as himself sus¬ 
pect on such matters. Citing 
Zaafran’s stated preference 
for a female judge, Freshour 
did not attempt to explain 
how he, or the two-thirds 
male majority of the TMB, 
were somehow impervious 
to masculine prejudice, and 
(relying largely on second- 
or third-hand, prosecutorial 
information about the Van 
Boven hearings, the evi¬ 
dence, the testimony, and 
the witnesses) were some¬ 
how able to conclude that 
Burkhalter’s ruling was 
wrong. Yet they had con¬ 
firmed that ruling and declined to appeal it 
to a district court; presumably the attorney 
general’s office (which would prosecute the 
appeal) told them they would lose. 

Freshour requested a meeting with Ginn 
and SOAH General Counsel Cynthia Reyna, 
which (in a note to her chief deputy) Ginn 
confirmed took place (on or about Jan. 19). 
In mid-February, Burkhalter was given a 
week to respond to Freshour’s letter - the 
first he’d heard of it - and on Feb. 20, he did 
so at length and point-by-point (lending 
Freshour’s selective arguments more fair¬ 
ness than they deserved). Burkhalter also 
noted more than once: “The remedy for a 


party who feels a judge has erred is judicial 
appeal, not impugning a judge’s character 
to his employer.” Two days later, in a letter 
to Burkhalter, Ginn officially confirmed his 
“resignation in lieu of termination.” 

The Chronicle initially learned of Burk¬ 
halter’s dismissal - his forced resignation 
- from a former SOAH staffer who had 
heard the news, and in the days since has 
heard (from several other sources) the out¬

lines of the episode con¬ 
firmed by these documents. (Burkhalter 
has not responded to inquiries.) The report¬ 
ing had its comic aspects - initially, no one 
at SOAH would even confirm whether 
Burkhalter still worked there, and all such 
questions were referred to General Counsel 
Reyna, who also declined to answer (thus 
effectively confirming he was gone). State 
Rep. Bill Zedler visited the agency and 
asked to speak with Burkhalter - and was 
finally told the ALJ was “no longer there.” 
He met Ginn by chance, asked general 
questions, and says she told him she had 
never “dismissed” any ALJ in response to a 


ruling. (In the wake of this episode, Zedler 
said he would be calling for a legislative 
investigation of Burkhalter’s dismissal, 
and added, “Furthermore, there needs to be 
an investigation into the fairness of the 
SOAH process.”) 

CONFLICTS OF INTEREST? 

Ginn’s (and Freshour’s) actions raise 
obvious ethical and conflict-of-interest 
questions - should a state agency disap¬ 
pointed in a judge’s ruling be permitted to 
threaten his employment, or (as Burkhalter 
put it in his response letter), instead of 
appealing the judge’s decision, “attack [his] 
character or apply pressure to SOAH in an 
effort to influence how [he] or any other 
ALJ handles future TMB proceedings”? 
TMB’s most recently available records 
reflect that in the 10 years from 
2007 to 2016, charges were dis¬ 
missed in less than 1% of the 
contested cases; apparently 
Freshour and his board believe 
that kangaroo-court number 
should be even closer to zero. 

Moreover, Freshour’s inter¬ 
vention and Ginn’s termination 
of Burkhalter might not be only 
feckless; it may also be a viola¬ 
tion of state law. According to 
the Texas Government Code 
that applies to SOAH, an explic¬ 
it responsibility of the chief 
administrative law judge is to 
“protect and ensure the deci¬ 
sional independence of each 
administrative law judge.” More 
than one SOAH source has 
echoed the question raised by 
Burkhalter’s letter: Can an ALJ 
rely on Ginn to protect his or 
her “decisional independence,” 
or will future objections by dis¬ 
appointed agencies result in 
pressure to either toe the 
line or lose your job? 
Reportedly, last week Ginn 
ordered SOAH staff, includ¬ 
ing the more than 30 ALJs, 
not to speak to the media; 
any ALJ who might be will¬ 
ing to do so, on or off the 
record, now has a very rea¬ 
sonable fear of retaliation. 

The Burkhalter episode 
occurred in the direct shad¬ 
ow of the Van Boven case, 
and that of Dr. Van Boven’s 
pending lawsuit against the 
TMB on grounds that include defamation, 
violation of due process, and “civil conspir¬ 
acy.” Asked if he had any reaction to 
Burkhalter’s dismissal, Van Boven said, “If 
this allegation is true, it is an abominable 
betrayal of trust conferred to our govern¬ 
ment officials, and an affront to justice and 
those that try to deliver it.” 

Ginn and Freshour have not responded 
to calls requesting comment. Ginn is a 
gubernatorial appointee; questions about 
the Burkhalter matter submitted to the 
governor’s office have thus far received 
no response. 
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Former SOAH ALJ Tommy Broyles cor¬ 
responded with the Chronicle via email, and 
said that if the TMB disagreed with an ALJ 
decision, the proper remedy is an appeal to 
state district court. He continued, “It would 
be highly inappropriate, and in my opinion 
even illegal, for an agency to contact any¬ 
one at the State Office of Administrative 
Hearings about a particular case. 

“ALJs at the State Office of Administrat¬ 
ive Hearings are the independent gate¬ 
keepers of the enormous power of the state 
to interfere in the lives of the citizens of 
Texas. Citizens have a Constitutional due 
process right to a fair and unbiased hear¬ 
ing when the state is attempting to take 
away one’s right to work or to otherwise 
enjoy the liberties we all share. If a state 
agency - who is party to a hearing - may 
contact and influence the decision makers 
or their chain of command, then the entire 
system is rigged for the state. Citizens 
stand no chance at defending themselves 
against powerful state agencies who go 
after them, sometimes justly and some¬ 
times mistakenly.” -Michael King

Just One Puff 

The problem with K2, Downtown’s most dangerous drug

Last spring, just before South by 
Southwest, the city’s public safety entities 
began to notice a disconcerting surge in bad 
reactions to the drug K2. That winter, the 
substance - tobacco or another plant matter 
that gets sprayed down with a synthetic 
cannabinoid - had been causing masses of 
people to get sick. In a cycle now familiar to 
those who live and work Downtown, the 
cases slowed down for a few months before 
jumping back up to its two-year peak. 

K2, which looks like marijuana but gives 
users a high that’s more akin to smoking 
Drano, has been around for years, but by 
last March had grown into something more 
ceaseless; Downtown paramedics and fire¬ 
fighters were responding to as many as 10 
related calls per day Austin Police arrested 
street dealer after street dealer, and yet 
medics with Austin-Travis County EMS con¬ 
tinued to drown in the deluge of new calls. 

“You saw it going up,” said Justin 
Newsom, an assistant chief with APD who 
at the time was commander of the depart¬ 
ment’s Downtown sector. “But we had 
South by Southwest to deal with, and 
that’s about all we can handle for the time 
that it’s here.” APD estimates it respond¬ 
ed to around 700 K2 calls during those 
spring months. 

Reactions to K2 vary by the chemical 
compounds providers used to fertilize their 
flammable substance. It can draw people 
into catatonic states, and make them either 
stand rigid in place like zombies or drop to 
the ground with no warning. But effects can 
also be more violent, and cause seizures, 
elevated blood pressure, and aggression. 

“You also have to consider, what’s the 
general health of the person?” reminded 
Captain Darren Noak, a public information 
officer with ATCEMS. “What’s their medi¬ 
cal history? What medications are they on? 
What medications are they supposed to be 
taking that they aren’t taking?” K2 has 
been banned in Texas since 2010, but it has 
remained popular due to its abundance, low 
cost, and the fact that, unlike marijuana, it 
doesn’t show up on urine tests. And until 
the state changed the law in 2016 to account 
for chemical developments, manufacturers 
had figured out a way to consistently pro¬ 
duce new strains, staying one step ahead of 
law enforcement. ATCEMS started tracking 
reactions back in 2012, and estimates its 
medics have responded to 7,000 calls since 
then. The department says it didn’t develop 
a reliable way to track related cases in real 
time until last year. 


Most of those cases have occurred within 
the city’s Downtown area, particularly 
along the Red River district that includes 
both the Austin Resource Center for the 
Homeless and the bustling entertainment 
district that borders the ARCH to its south 
and east. Last February, Chronicle Music 
columnist Kevin 
Curtin reported several 
members of that com¬ 
munity at their wit’s 
end with the way K2 
was wreaking havoc on 
the area. Barracuda co¬ 
owner Jason McNeely 
reported seeing dealers 
dole out K2 (and other 
drugs) just beyond his 
Seventh Street club at 
all hours of the day, 
leaving people incapac¬ 
itated on street 
corners, sidewalks, 
alleyways, or wherever 
they happened to be 
when the effects took 
hold from a fateful 
puff. For those living 
unsheltered within the 
area and struggling to 
get back on their feet, 
the constant chaos 
proved a disruption to 
their cause. 

“It’s an overpowering drug,” said Quinn, 
a man I met Downtown last Wednesday who 
stays at the Salvation Army and says he 
regularly sleeps next to K2 users. “And it 
takes over your self-conscious and your 
self-control.” 

ENOUGH IS ENOUGH 

Here is how the story goes: It’s the mid¬ 
dle of an afternoon, and a man walks out of 
Brackenridge Hospital and steps out onto 
the sidewalk. Moments before, he’d been in 
the emergency room being treated for a bad 
reaction to K2. And yet just as soon as he 
said goodbye to the hospital staff, he was 
sparking up again, naturally with the same 
results: The man was back inside the emer¬ 
gency room within minutes. 


Though that’s one of the more dramatic 
tales you’ll hear from paramedics who work 
Downtown, it’s not far off from what they 
see each day. And for the city’s three public 
safety entities, the constant deluge proved a 
strain on coveted resources. Medics in par¬ 
ticular reported the exhaustion that comes 
from responding to 
people in distress and 
transporting them to 
the hospital only to see 
that same person just 
hours later trembling 
from more K2. “So it 
was because of that 
quick turnaround, 
because of the frustra¬ 
tion we were seeing, 
because we were hear¬ 
ing from the staff on 
the streets, What can 
we do?’ said EMS 
Division Chief Eric 
Jakubauskas. “We 
started addressing it 
through PIO and try¬ 
ing to get it to the front 
of the newspapers, on 
the top of what people 
are talking about.” 

ATCEMS had been 
working on this prob¬ 
lem for some time. 
The department saw 
its first big reaction spikes in the fall of 
2014. But until recently that data was 
painstakingly tabulated by medics work¬ 
ing in communications. 

That yeoman’s work didn’t go unnoticed 
in public safety circles across the country. 
In the fall of 2015, Noak and PIO Commander 
Mike Benavides presented at a federal 
Dangerous Drug Task Force that included 
Customs & Border Protection, the Drug 
Enforcement Agency, Houston’s Port 
Authority, and representatives from local 
law enforcement agencies from Round 
Rock back to Houston. “We illustrated with 
our presentation that even though our num¬ 
bers are such here, this is a nationwide epi¬ 
demic, and in some parts it’s even worse 
than what we’re experiencing,” Benavides 


said. “So while we are seeing some very 
startling numbers here, this has obviously 
been on the map for a while, and it’s barely 
hitting us locally and in the state. It’s barely 
striking us to the extent that it’s becoming 
an obvious hazard to public health and pub¬ 
lic safety.” 

That sentiment was correct; the problem 
would only intensify. Monthly response call 
totals began to climb again in May of 2016, 
eventually reaching its peak one year later 
at 457 total calls. It was around that time 
that Benavides recalls Chief Ernie 
Rodriguez saying, “Enough is enough.” He 
worked with Benavides and crew to figure 
out how to dial up their efforts, beginning 
with the department’s FirstWatch tracking 
system to track K2 calls in real time. The 
old process, in which medics would identify 
a K2 call, relay it to a communications offi¬ 
cer, who would then add it to their tabula¬ 
tion to send out to the rest of the agency, 
would be no more. Tracking in real time 
gave the department a new way to look at 
trends, target resources, and - perhaps 
most importantly - communicate with the 
media and get the word out about new 
spikes as well as the general dangers of K2. 

“As a community, the public safety com¬ 
munity, we will be more prepared because 
we’ve gone through the exercise, for lack of 
a better term,” Benavides said. “We, with 
our reporting system and our tracking sys¬ 
tem, are better prepared: If we see that 
spike, we’re going to be notified of it quick¬ 
er, and then we’re going to be able to start 
targeting our messaging quicker, which will 
alert the local media. And so it starts the 
chain of events again. The goal, though, is 
to prevent it from getting to the point where 
it starts up again.” 

One persistent problem Benavides and 
Noak note is the lack of state-level leader¬ 
ship. The state does virtually nothing to 
keep track of these cases, and it shows in 
their recordkeeping. Responding to a 
request for records of statewide K2 reac¬ 
tions, the Department of Health & Human 
Services supplied a list of synthetic canna¬ 
binoid exposures reported to the Texas 
Poison Center Network - the first place the 
homeless victims of K2 are likely to report. 
That network has noted just 4,000 such 
cases, only a fraction of the 7,000 reported 
cases here in Austin, a figure that certainly 
excludes cases that were never determined 
to be caused by exposure to K2.

DOWNTOWN CRACKDOWN 

Last fall while Newsom was down in 
Houston helping with rescues after Harvey, 
he noticed first responders attending to K2 
cases. He took it as another sign that the 
drug won’t be going anywhere in Austin 
anytime soon. 

APD has known that large supplies of K2 
come through the ports in Houston, and its 
narcotics unit has doggedly pursued the 
dealers coming into town on major high¬ 
ways. Those efforts have led to some results: 
In November, after learning that a group 
had been busy moving massive amounts of 
K2 around the city, the department’s 
Organized Crime Division coordinated with 
the Houston Police Department’s Kush 
Task Force to haul in 164 pounds of product. 
In that one bust, police removed more than 
200,000 doses from the market - a street 
value of $1.1 million. That’s another reason 
K2 has remained as popular and accessible 
as it is: While it’s cheap on the street (cost¬ 
ing $5 or so per joint), it’s even more cheap 
to produce. The profit margin continues to 
reward dealers who fall through law enforce¬ 
ment’s hands. 

But APD cannot depend on big busts 
alone to stop the problem. And so last April, 
City Council passed a resolution to direct 
resources toward an education campaign 
that would help alert the com¬ 
munity to K2’s risks. APD also 
invested heavily in an 
increased patrol presence 
around Red River. Five offi¬ 
cers and a sergeant were 
tasked with staying in the area 
to not only act as a deterrent 
for dealers, but also engage 
with the homeless community on the issue. 
“And all they were to do was stay in the core 
of Downtown and around the ARCH and do 
nothing but address K2 issues,” said 
Newsom. “Take the calls if there’s overdos¬ 
es, but also be proactive and visible so peo¬ 
ple would see them and move along if they 
were so inclined to sell it.” While that was 
going on, the Organized Crime Division had 



its team of eight narcotics officers (and a 
sergeant) specifically targeting K2 dealers. 
Newsom helped with the broader education 
campaign, speaking to groups at the ARCH 
and answering questions about K2. 

Unfortunately, that pilot program was 
only temporary - and also quite costly. The 
extra ARCH officers alone 
cost APD $170,000 per month, 
and didn’t seem to serve as 
the permanent deterrent the 
city hoped for. “Are we ever 
going to have another spike?” 
Newsom asked rhetorically 
during a conversation last 
September. “If I had to bet 
money, I would say yes. Because you can’t 
sustain the same level of enforcement and 
direction on one particular drug in one par¬ 
ticular location forever. Our resources are 
limited. We have other drugs. The same 
narcotics unit that put all that effort into 
working down at the ARCH, there’s other 
neighborhoods with drug problems that 
they need to get to at some point. We can’t 


maintain the sergeant and [five] officers on 
overtime.” 

Lack of funding isn’t just a problem for 
APD. Austin Public Health still needs an 
epidemiologist to reckon with the impact of 
K2 throughout the city; the problem is not 
simply confined to the Downtown area. But 
it would cost an estimated $100,000 to staff 
that position, and there’s currently no fund¬ 
ing in the budget to do so. The service pro¬ 
viders around the area could also benefit 
from K2 response training (at a $10,000 
clip), a true public awareness campaign 
(add another $80,000), and three dedicated 
peer specialists to work with people at the 
street level at an $87,000 clip. 

“IT'S BACK” 

K2 calls did go down for a time after 
reaching that 457-call apex last April. The 
number fell to 168 in May and continued to 
decline for the next several months. But as 
expected, K2 has hardly gone away, a truth 
that proved quite evident when I revisited 
the area last week. “It’s back,” McNeely 


reported grimly as he prepared for another 
South by Southwest. 

While there hasn’t been anywhere near 
the number of reactions that there were last 
spring, McNeely has noticed a heightened 
amount of activity since January. “There’s 
like a new collective of drug dealers,” he 
said. “They look like young teenagers. They 
basically walk around Red River and the 
ARCH. They kind of run the hood. They’re 
very predatorial. It’s a living nightmare.” 

McNeely said APD’s enforcement mea¬ 
sures functioned the way a cork would plug 
a dam. “They’ll do a pilot program where 
they have adequate security, and then they 
clean it up - they prove they can do it - and 
then they pull the officers.” He said ulti¬ 
mately the area needs more long-term 
security. When police were stationed 
around the ARCH, more violent dealers 
moved over to 10th Street. Once the police 
exhaust their overtime resources, there’s 
little stopping those bad actors from return¬ 
ing to prey on the homeless community. 
“The people who need these services the 
most are jeopardized more than anybody 
else,” McNeely said. 

Newsom agreed with McNeely’s assess¬ 
ment that permanent officers would do a 
great deal to improve the quality of life for 
everyone who lives and works around Red 
River. But APD doesn’t have enough offi¬ 
cers to staff that area for long - hence the 
periodic crackdowns producing dramatic 
results - so those hours have to be filled 
through overtime, making the fight against 
K2 more or less a financial issue: If City 
Council ponied up the funds, APD could 
find officers to take that position. Like so 
many issues within the city, it’s a matter of 
prioritizing, one of the reasons EMS has 
worked to get these numbers and stories 
into the hands of local media. 

“And we absolutely would [provide that 
staffing],” Newsom told me. “If I had the 
overtime money, I have the cops that would 
love to work it. I could fill it every single 
day if I had the money to do it.” ■

Between all the films, panels, talks, music showcases, and various other activations 
saturating the SXSW landscape, making time to tour a series of large-scale and tech-driven 
art installations may not seem like an obvious priority. 

But what if these immersive pieces were just what you needed to catch a break in the 
nonstop point-A-to-point-B grind during the 10-day conference? And furthermore, what if those 
creative concepts achieved such respite by asking participants to think about or use tech 
that influences our everyday flow (like cell phones and other screen devices that connect us 
digitally to facilitate our efficiently jam-packed schedules, but ironically isolate us further from 
interpersonal interactions) in ways that the art actually increases the rate of real-life human 
interactions amid SXSW’s mindbogglingly immense milieu? 

“Snapshot” spent the first weekend of SXSW 2018 pursuing those questions through 
documenting those experiencing the five installations commissioned for this year’s official Art 
Program, the second grant-based series of its kind following the 2017 launch. 


A Colossal Wave!, by Marshmallow Laser Feast, a three-part VR experience that reacts to human sound and 
movement (Austin Convention Center, third floor Palazzo): “It’s amazing because it goes beyond VR so far, 
which is only surface level physical immersion,” observes Texas State University virtual reality professor Jon 
Zmikly, 33. “But because you can affect the environment through sound... and you’re actually face to face 
with someone else, there’s one less barrier to feeling real human interaction.”

Conductors and Resistance by Ronen Sharabani, which 
transforms participants’ phones into a tool affecting 
projections mixed with sound (Austin Convention Center, 
Meeting Room 3): “I didn’t know what to do, so I was trying 
to make different movements with [my phone] to see what 
happens,” says Leticia Itzel of Toluca, Mexico. “Usually with 
phones, you walk with your head to the floor and you’re 
reading, moving your thumbs to type, but here’s it’s like, 
forget about the numbers, the texts, the screen... so I think 
this helps us really connect, because if you don’t know how it 
works, you ask someone else, ‘How should I do it?”’ 



Feast by Caitlin Pickall, an exploration of crosscultural interaction through 3-D-mapped projections and world 
music at a communal dining table (JW Marriott, Room 305): “There are some sculptures that are so big you 
have to go inside of them to understand what they’re like - this work is like that,” muses Charlotte Levitt, 
an employee at the Brooklyn Academy of Music. “And there’s something really nice about when you’re in an 
environment like [SXSW] where there’s a lot of different stimulus. For me, art is a little bit like a reset button, an 
opportunity to be intuitive and be in the moment. It’s a little bit like walking into a chapel in the middle of it.”

Blackness and 
a White House 

At the Contemporary Austin, Rodney McMillian asks, 
“What does an architecture of power look like to you?”

On July 25, 2016, in Philadelphia, a black 
woman gave the most memorable speech 
of the night to a room full of Democratic 
delegates. Controversially, and correctly, 
she stated, “I wake up every morning in 
a house that was built by slaves.” For the 
better part of eight years, 

Michelle Obama woke up in 
the southwest suite of the 
classic Greek Revival build¬ 
ing we call the White House. 

Rodney McMillian renders 
this infamous structure in 
limp vinyl across an entire 
wall, the imposing intro¬ 
duction to “Against a Civic 
Death,” his show at the 
Contemporary Austin, the 
result of McMillian’s receipt 
of the inaugural Suzanne 
Deal Booth Art Prize. 

The piece, The White House Painting, is 
a pristine white outlined and assembled by 
cursive stitches of black thread. Viewers 
lift either edge of the tapestry to enter a 
darkened viewing space behind. Here, a 
screen plays Untitled (neighbors), a video 
that museum personnel warn you some 
may find disturbing. 

Four figures covered in bedsheets emerge 
from the water onscreen. All trained ballet 
dancers, they swoop through a field at dusk 



and make their way to a gazebo supported 
by neoclassical columns. Now nighttime, 
they circle the structure and begin a con¬ 
vulsive choreography that culminates in 
each figure thrusting against a column. 
It’s an absurd gesture, as stupid as the ide¬ 
ologies and systems clearly 
referenced, white suprema¬ 
cy and the pervasive bas¬

tions of power that reinforce 
white, masculine privilege. 
Here are four men attempt¬ 
ing to penetrate the most 
overtly phallic architectural feature. Absurd 
and stupid, but that doesn’t prohibit their 
being dangerous. While the first instinct 
is to laugh, the second is to shudder, and 
perhaps if I weren’t white, those might 
be reversed. By the end of the roughly 
20-minute film, the figures seem exhausted, 
heaving unevenly. You leave the space, also 
exhausted, and ascend the stairs to part two 
of the show. 


On May 22, 1972, in Los Angeles, a black 
woman gave a rousing speech to a group 
of UCLA students. She proclaimed, “So 
you’re white and they’re black, what’s the 
difference? ... So you’re white and they’re 
black. Both of you are have-nots. You better 
get together.” At the end of Richard Nixon’s 
first term, Shirley Chisholm was in the 
midst of a bid to become the Democratic 
nominee for president. The sound of this 
speech fills the second floor of the exhibit, 
a stark difference from the first. The record¬ 
ing is part of pod: frequencies to a manifes- 
tationing, otherwise consisting of families 
of black vessels in all shapes, sizes, and 
finishes on top of white tables and arranged 
around an immense black boulder-like pod. 

A few months after Chisholm’s speech 
in 1972, a black woman walked into Shore 
Haven Apartments in Brooklyn and asked 
whether there were any apartments avail¬ 
able. She was told no. Shortly thereafter, 
a white woman walked in and made the 
same inquiry. She was provided two imme¬ 
diately available options. Both were part 
of a government investigation into Trump 
Management, Inc., and its young president, 
Donald Trump, an investigation that pro¬ 
duced testimony alleging the company’s 
literally codified discriminatory practice: 
Applications of minorities were said to be 
marked “No. 9” and “C.” 

Shirley Chisholm lost her bid for can¬ 
didacy, and Nixon overwhelmingly won a 
second term. However, he didn’t manage 
a full eight years in the White House, the 
same white house built by slaves, the same 
white house that Michelle Obama inhabited 
as first lady, the same white house that the 
owner of the Trump Organization and cur¬ 
rent president of the United States sleeps 
in when he can bring himself to, and the 
same white house that McMillian renders 
in cheap vinyl on 
the first floor of the 
Contemporary. 

McMillian has 
built a career exam¬ 
ining the intersec¬ 
tions of race, power, 
consumption, and place in American soci¬ 
ety. With this show, he asks the viewer, 
“What does an architecture of power look 
like to you?” He proposes some answers: 
First, an architecture of power is immedi¬ 
ately recognizable in scale and symbol, rest¬ 
ing on a not-so-buried history of exploita¬ 
tion and violence. On the second floor, there 
is another possibility, one elevated above 
the first and directly opposing it. This is the 
collective power found in black organizers, 
the power of assembly despite differences 
and of amplification of marginalized voices. 
In 1972, Shirley Chisholm considered a

future in which she lived in the White 
House as president and the metaphorical 
first step she would take: “The first thing 
would be, it would no longer be the White 
House; it would be the polka-dot house. The 
dream that everyone speaks about must 
become a reality, young people.” ■

Can’t This War Be 
Over Already? 

Rude Medis’ Fixing Troilus and Cressida makes this mess 
of a play about the Trojan War hilarious, even engrossing

It’s easy to forget that Shakespeare wrote 
a play about the Trojan War, because it 
almost never gets produced. Troilus and Cres¬ 
sida isn’t as cohesive as his major works, 
and he uses some thematic threads that 
don’t make for the most awesome 
screen adaptation ever - like, maybe 
it’s OK to compromise in love if 
you’re trying to save your own neck. 

Romeo and Juliet it ain’t. 

Enter the Fixing Shakespeare series, 
courtesy of the Rude 
Mechanicals and Kirk Lynn 
as the credited writer. The 
third show in the series, Fix¬ 
ing Troilus and Cressida fol¬ 
lows the same development 
concept: Replace all of 
Shakespeare’s language 
with contemporary English 
and then edit like crazy. The result, as in the 
first two installments, still retains a fair share 
of Shakespeare’s broader rhythms, in that 
characters grab your attention and speechify 
for a bit and then give the other person a 
chance to respond. But then some of the 


lines are reduced to a dumbfounded, “Well, 
what the fuck?” or some such, and the result 
is hilarious and even engrossing. 

As in all of the Rudes’ work, the 
ensemble is everything. Everyone is by 
turns hilarious and engaging. Comic 
timing and physicality are key, and 
each member of the cast finds that 
sweet spot of where to place their 
character on the spectrum between 
performative and natural. 

You almost hate to high¬ 
light any one performer, but 
I’ll do it anyway: Hooray for 
the choice to turn Agamem¬ 
non into Agamomnen, lady 
commander of the Greeks 
(Lauren Lane). Lane would 
be delightful to watch even if 
she were just sitting in the 
corner drinking a cup of coffee, so imagine 
the delight in seeing her play the part of the 
commander of the Greek forces. And not just 
the commander, but one who is just trying so 
hard to get everybody to do what she says but 
something’s not clicking with her management

style and can’t the war just be over already so 
they can go home? Please? It’s also so plea¬ 
surable to watch an actor of her caliber 
embrace the physical silliness of the part in 
service of the larger narrative. 

Another note on the ensemble: Let this pro¬ 
duction be submitted as evidence that cast¬ 
ing all sorts of different people in a show 
together can make the audience experience 
more rewarding. At the basest level, every¬ 
body just looks and sounds different from one 
another, and the visual and auditory experi¬ 
ences become more interesting as a result. 

Staged by Alexandra Bassiakou Shaw in 
Zach Theatre’s Nowlin Rehearsal Studio, the 


house is intimate enough to allow audiences to 
see close reactions and smaller actions, like 
Ulysses’ (Jeff Mills) “What the fuck” lines 
(there are lots of F-bombs in this script) or 
Paris’ (Derek Kolluri) single-minded round of tri¬ 
angular croquet/lacrosse (not sure which). The 
set (Amanda Perry) is appropriately simple, as 
with the other productions in the series. 

The ending of Fixing Troilus and Cressida 
carries the Rudes’ signature flair, turning a 
tragic finish (spoiler: Troy loses) into a quick 
bit that’s oddly life-affirming. It feels a shade 
tacked-on, but seeing as the company is 
doing a repair job on a mess of an original, it 
works out.

Laughed my ass off - man 4 comedy (Cold¬ 
Towne) 

So would begin my own Craigslist “Missed 
Connection” ad, from which ColdTowne The¬ 
ater’s improvisers draw their inspiration for 
Missed Connections ATX. If you’ve never seen 
this section, I urge you to stop reading now, 
hop online, and see for yourself the myriad 
messages from one passing Austinite ship to 
another - ranging from tame to risque to flat- 
out raunchy (“I could almost see your pussy 
lips through your blue thong” is a sentence I 
never thought I’d write in a theatrical review, 
but here we are). 

After a sold-out run in 2017, the talented 
team returns to build an entire improv show 
around actual ads from the site. To kick 
things off, the entire cast (Dave Buckman, 
Kelly Campbell, Shane Gannaway, Tyler Groce, 
Ronnita Miller, Frank Sanchez, Nathan Sowell, 
and Katie Stone) base rapid-fire scenes from 
the first actual ad of the evening - most of 
which ramble, barely coherently, about things 
they saw or things they’d do to the intended 
recipient, and often make the audience cringe 
and groan at the fact humans like this actual¬ 
ly exist. The cast fully commits, of course, 
and “yes, and” their way through several 
more improv exercises throughout the eve¬ 
ning, often looking to the audience for inspira¬ 
tion for setting and theme. Unfortunately (oh, 
let’s face it, fortunately) my suggestion of 
“First-Wave Emo Pop” as the genre for the 
musical finale went unheard. 

My personal favorite section of the show 
saw four players involved in a sort of “improv- 
telephone” scene. Three were sent away, and 


the remaining player (Ronnita Miller on this 
night) was read yet another actual ad and 
was tasked with conveying it in its entirety to 
the next player (Gannaway), using absolutely 
no words (sounds and gibberish allowed). 
Gannaway, after watching the scene, had to 
verbally describe the scene to Buckman, who 
then had to act it out again (no words) for 
Stone, who was ultimately tasked with 
explaining the ad she’d seen to the audience. 
The actual ad was from a man wondering if a 
woman at Home Depot had purposely flashed 
him (see above re: blue thong) in the parking 
lot. It ended as a man not helping a woman 
change a tire “because he was obviously a 
feminist,” as Stone said (in one of the sharp¬ 
est quips of a night filled with them). Another 
scene of note saw a brother and sister on a 
Megabus, incorporating lines from an ad I’m 
pretty sure was supposed to be from Satan. 
The actual Satan. Online dating truly is a 
strange thing. 

Missed Connections ATX is as hilarious as it 
is oddly cathartic to the single folks in the 
crowd. There’s a certain “There but for the 
grace of God” quality to the whole affair. 

Appreciators of good improv and comedy 
alike may find much to enjoy on a Saturday 
night at ColdTowne. And in the spirit of the 
evening: To the woman seated next to me 
who gave me a beer during the show and 
mentioned that everyone usually hangs out 
and smokes cigarettes afterward: As a 
reviewer, I usually take off immediately to 
subjectively stew on what I’ve just seen; oth¬ 
erwise, I’m sure I’d have joined you.

A diamond-shaped cascade of folded paper sculptures, pink, 
red, and white, tumble from the ceiling above a small mirror 
coffin on the left side of the gallery. On the right side, part of a 
miniature paper-cut tableau, a red diamond of glitter pours from 
the neck of a decapitated chicken. The two pieces, For Every 
Sadako and A Ritual, respectively, use paper crafts to reference 
folk tales and explore dimension. In their show “Residual,” Ter- 
uko Nimura and Katy Horan continue this exploration, on differ¬ 
ent scales and to different effect, but both speaking to traces 
of the past that disrupt the present. 

Nimura refers to Sadako Sasaki in the title of the previously 
mentioned sculpture. A young victim of America’s bombing of 
Hiroshima who died 10 years after the bombing at the age of 
12 because of radiation exposure, Sasaki had a goal of creat¬ 
ing a thousand paper cranes before death that she may, as the 
tale goes, be granted a wish. Nimura’s other sculptures also 
refer to American acts of violence inflicted upon the Japanese, 
most overtly in her rendering of a Japanese concentration camp 
in miniature Block 45 at Tule Lake, a platform with long paper 
buildings filled with petals. 

Most stirring, though, is the installation Shadow Screen. A 
silk scrim undulates softly in front of back-lit paper cutout fig¬ 
ures whose shapes shift into and out of focus as the scrim 
sways closer and then further away. This glimmering recognition 
is most evocative of a haunting, a presence whose identity 
can’t quite be placed but whose effect is undeniable. 

Horan pulls from the traditions of Appalachia’s granny witch¬ 
es, depicting recurring characters, including the two sallow¬ 
faced women sacrificing a glitter-blooded chicken over a fire. In 
her works, with notable few exceptions, shrouded old women are 
shown in flattened planes of gouache or watercolor paint. Horan’s use 
of glitter in her pieces reminds that the origin of “glamour” can be 
found in a Scottish word, gramarye, for female powers of enchantment 
that would trick the eyes of the bewitched - fitting, as much of 
Horan’s use of glitter is found pouring from her subjects’ eyes. Also 
fitting is the provenance of many of the cult traditions the Appalachian 
granny witches: Scottish and Irish traditions of magic and gramarye. 

The hauntings evoked here are ripples through time, the half-lives 
of trauma and unspeakable violence, inherited rites and supersti-

tions. Horan’s flat paper-cut and painted characters are brought into 
three dimensions by employing the same mediums in different tech¬ 
nique. Three lumpy papier-mache witches occupy the room, the most 
captivating, The Ghost Eye, with a glittering orb in the right sunken 
eye socket. 

Nimura also brings the medium of paper into a third dimension, with 
the implied substance of the shifting paper silhouettes in Shadow 
Screen and the precise and regimented origami folds elsewhere. By 
injecting the characteristically flat medium with an animating force, 
the artists evoke the nagging dynamism of their subject matter by the 
very form of their work. - Melany Jean

The Goose’s Acre Bistro and Irish Pub in The Woodlands has 
the ghosts of leprechauns burnished deep into the bar’s dark wood. 

The original Goose’s Acre Pub quenched the thirst of many locals 
on Main Street in Midleton, County Cork, Ireland, for nearly a century. 
Across the road from the public house that had been in the same 
family for generations was a park where Kate Barr grazed her geese, 
giving the common area and the pub their name. 


The goose was cooked in 2005 when the pub was to be 
demolished to make way for a new roundabout in the Irish town 
famous for its Jameson Whiskey distillery. 

It just so happened that Irish descendants Brian Young and 
Colm O’Neill were in the country visiting relatives when the 
news broke of the pub’s demise. The partners, who owned the 
popular, but now closed, Brian O’Neill’s Traditional Irish Pub in 
Houston, bought the bar’s furnishings and had them shipped 
across the pond. 

The result is an authentic Irish pub in a new two-story brick 
building with two patios overlooking the man-made waterway in 
a master-planned community 28 miles north of downtown 
Houston. Once you’re inside, the bar and restaurant transports 
you back to the Emerald Isle. 

The Goose’s Acre Bistro and Irish Pub is at 21 Waterway Ave., 
a short distance from 1-45 in The Woodlands. The food menu is 
outstanding with an excellent version of shepherd’s pie that has 
a slight Texas accent. The drink menu covers a selection of 
beers and Irish whiskeys, including Guinness and Jameson for a 
taste of home. At the Goose’s Acre, St. Patrick’s Day is a 
weeklong celebration.

They con¬ 
tinue to be innovative with new core beers, 
like Axis IPA, and new seasonals, like their 
refreshing Helles. They also keep a high 
level of consistency with staples like the 
inimitable Coffee Porter. Real Ale also 
returned home from GABF with gold for 
Real Fleavy scotch ale. The newly complet¬ 
ed brewhouse will allow them to quadruple 
their brewing capacity. Party on, Blanco! 



Roster Outlook: Losing Brent “Schmitty” 
Sapstead, longtime head brewer and pro¬ 
duction manager to the forthcoming Hold 
Out Brewing, is a huge factor for Real Ale. 
Still, the nearly 22-year-old brewery rocks 
steady with their Mysterium Verum line 
and special projects like an anniversary 
Berliner Weisse and a seasonally rotating 
fruit dose of their smash hit, Gose, in 
grapefruit, lime, and cranberry. 


Austin Beerworks ▼ 2 

Overall Performance: That dusty gas station backlog 
is now your only remaining tether to the recently retired 
Black Thunder schwarzbier - Austin Beerworks’ most 
decorated beer - due to poor sales. That’s on you, Austin. 

But, as they’re prone to doing, ABW thought up something 
cool to distract us from such a devastating loss: Ski Jeans, a 7.5% ABV 
“session” IPA made alongside Odell Brewing. That’s about as sessionable 
as a brick of Velveeta, but did we try? Yes, we did. It was easy to find, too, 
thanks to ABW’s thoughtful online delivery map that updates every special 
release in real time so that us nerds can fight each other in person. The 
true beauty of ABW is their attention to detail. By the way, Super Awesome 
helles brought home GABF gold in the Light Lager category. 

Roster Outlook: ABW hired a party bus to take our needy asses to Flavor Country, a new pale 
ale charged with filling Black Thunder’s vacated spot (R.I.P.) in the core lineup. For the upcom¬ 
ing seventh anniversary, they’ll debut La Verdad, a Mexican-style lager in one of their cleverly 
branded cans. To further recalibrate their win/loss record, Fleavy Machinery double IPA returns 
in tallboys, giving way to a barrel-aged imperial stout with chicory, vanilla, and maple syrup in - 
are you sitting down? - a bottle! This will be like the first time you witnessed Herschel Walker 
playing in a Vikings jersey. 




Pinthouse Pizza - Lamar ▲ 1 

Overall Performance: The Pinthouses are two sepa¬ 
rate ball games. While Burnet has some power hitters, 
the south location is basically the 1927 Yankees. With 
Electric Jellyfish IPA and Nomura double IPA acting as 
Babe Ruth and Lou Gehrig in Lamar’s Murderers’ Row, it’s 
almost unfair to have that much star power on one roster. Field manag- 
er/brewer-in-chief Joe Mohrfeld also oversees a constant rotation of 
dazzling, hazy IPAs to complement his sluggers, like This Is Juice, WTF z 
Is Juice, and Theoretical Flaze. And that’s only the top of the order here. §

addition to their surprise runner-up placing for Fully Adrift in the 2014 * 

competition, back when Pinthouse was still an underrated prospect. o 

Roster Outlook: Pinthouse has an upcoming collaboration with Bale 
Breaker set for April-ish that we bet will be, urn, something hoppy, and 
Nomura returns at the end of March like a reanimated Great Bambino.

Overall Performance: We could soft- 
focus every article on this dreamboat 
brewery and because we like to keep 
things simple, we will. Live Oak is Austin’s 
landmark brewery with their transcendent 
lagers, granddad brewing wisdom, and Chris Hemsworth jaw¬ 
line. From their thoughtful rotation of seasonal beers like 
last spring’s breakout hit, Gold German pilsner, to the robust 
and revered Primus weizenbock, Live Oak remains the best 
value in town - even the heartiest brews register under $10 
per sixer. If consistency and value is the ultimate target for 
craft beer fans, then Live Oak is Tony Gwynn. Co-founder 
and owner Chip McElroy also continues to be unfuckwithable 
when it comes to advocacy 
for brewers’ and brewery 
rights. Fle’s now a board 
member for the newly 
formed CraftPAC political 
action committee, and still 
makes time to regularly slay 
other frivolous beer laws. 

Roster Outlook: Live Oak keeps their finger on the pulse of 
their fans’ excessive desires, so soon we’ll have the infalli¬ 
ble Grodziskie Polish-style smoked lager in cans, which is 
basically a love letter to the tailgate-partiers of Austin.

King Brewery of the Year at the 2017 
Austin Beer Guide Awards, and then along 
came the New York Times’ brewery spot¬ 
light and the James Beard Foundation’s 
nomination of founder/owner Jeffrey 
Stuffings as a finalist for Outstanding 
Wine, Beer, or Spirits Professional. The 
entire team at this Hill Country brewery hustles like they’re building skyscrapers 
in 1920s Manhattan, riding girders and hauling pure iron. Except they’re doing 
it with succulent fruits and mixed culture fermentation at a release rate of near¬ 
ly one-per-week with standouts like Fen Tao, Aurelian Lure, Birra di Sangiovese, 
and their peerless raspberry sour Atrial Rubicite. They take all of that spent 
fruit and make second-run beer that tastes like a boozy Honest Kids juice box. 
Healthy drinking! Jester King collaborates with the best - Perennial Artisan 
Ales, Bruery Terreux, Gigantic, and De Garde Brewing - and their spontaneous 
fermentation project, “SPON,” is as fervent as ever with varietals like peach, 
apricot, and muscat grapes. The brewery hired a full-time farmer, Sean “Peppy” 
Meyer, to oversee their working farm (baby goats!) and he’ll probably have to 
shoo off a few parking lot campers seeking emotional support magnums, too. 

Roster Outlook: On top of the 35,000 new beer varieties Jester King releases 
every 19 seconds, they’ll start offering farm tours in March. Jester King uses 
their giant influence in the beer community to promote small beer, and several 
other local breweries and cideries. They’ve become a fantastic, low-key bottle- 
shop with an ever-evolving list of craft options.

years ago in 2013, people around 
the country would drag on easy- 
drinking lagers like it was barbecue from Brooklyn 
because they had been conditioned by their much 
cooler friends to consider light-colored beers as 
amateur hour. But now, brewing lagers - like pil¬ 
sners and helleses - is the slick business move 
and people are scrambling to catch up to old news 
in Austin: Craft lagers are excellent! As pioneers in 
this style, the ABGB is widely recognized as one of 
the best lager makers in the country, claiming two 
gold medals at last year’s GABF in two separate 
pilsner categories for their beers Rocket 100 in 
the American or International-Style category and 
Velvet Revolution in the Bohemian-Style category. 
That makes three years in a row that the ABGB 
has taken home hardware from the industry’s big¬ 
gest awards ceremony. That’s not even the best 
part. ABGB was awarded Large Brewpub Brewer 
of the Year and also defended their 2016 title as 
Large Brewpub of the Year in 2017. If we can’t 
award the same accolades locally as they are 
receiving nationally, then we are wrong.

A CONVERSATION WITH BETO O’ROURKE 


Saturday, March 10 

When El Paso Democratic Rep. Beto 
O’Rourke won his primary in 2012, the politi¬ 
cal action committee checks came raining 
down. O’Rourke, now known - and widely 
respected - for eschewing those big dollars, 
took them at the time, albeit with some hesi¬ 
tation. “It didn’t feel right to me, and I’m sure 
it didn’t feel right to anyone.” 

But, hey, it beat hitting up his former high 
school teachers and his wife’s gynecologist 
for campaign cash (which he desperately 
did early on). And when he officially joined 
Congress as part of the Democratic estab¬ 
lishment, he was pushed into partaking in 
“call time” - the political game that includes 
schmoozing lobbyists and PACs and making 
phone calls to squeeze hundreds or thou¬ 
sands of dollars from them for re-election in a 
“you scratch my back, I’ll scratch yours” play. 

But, as he told The Intercept’s D.C.-based 
bureau chief Ryan Grim during a Saturday SXSW 
interview, it didn’t take long for O’Rourke to real¬ 
ize the “transactional relationships” didn’t align 
with his values - or the bedrock of a democ¬ 
racy. After meeting with farmers and hearing 
their concerns in his first term, O’Rourke went 
against the advice of his D.C. fundraiser and 
voted no on the 2014 Farm Bill. He caught 
heavy flak from the establishment, including 
being asked to apologize to PAC donors. “I 
thought, it’s fucked up that what’s going through 
their mind right now is voting based on what 
money is coming in,” said O’Rourke, fresh off 
his March primary win for the U.S. Senate race. 
“We are compromised by the system; that’s why 
this place fundamentally does not work. I saw 
how wrong it is and I stopped participating in it.” 


Sticking to his progressive guns, O’Rourke 
shunned PAC money, a trend that continued 
in his bid to unseat U.S. Sen. Ted Cruz to 
impressive results. O’Rourke tripled Cruz 
in fundraising this year: While Cruz leads 
with cash on hand, O’Rourke raised $2.3 
million through Feb. 14 vs. his GOP chal¬ 
lenger’s $800,000. Most notably, O’Rourke’s 
campaign cash flowed from some 43,000 
small-dollar donors, a refreshing feat amid 
PAC-hungry candidates including Cruz. Getting 
those $5, $10, $15 donations feels “really 
good,” O’Rourke told the South By crowd. 

He prides himself in not paying any 
Democratic Congressional Campaign 
Committee dues and not taking a dime from 
the NRA. On his support for gun reform policy 
in the wake of a string of horrific mass shoot¬ 
ings, O’Rourke said, “I couldn’t give a shit 
what the NRA thinks.” His campaign against 
Cruz is arguably the most exciting and com¬ 
pelling race to watch in Texas right now. To 
replicate that fervor, O’Rourke advises candi¬ 
dates to be honest, get out in front of people 
directly and answer questions, and - taking a 
page from his DIY attitude - don’t depend on 
glossy campaign strategies like mailers, TV 
ads, or jingles - a subtle jab at Cruz’s recent 
radio plug against him. “It’s about showing up 
and listening and learning,” he said. 

“But do you need villainous characters like 
Cruz - a politician barely liked (or tolerated) 
by his own Republican counterparts - on the 
other side to generate that level of excite¬ 
ment?” asked Grim. 

O’Rourke replied, “Well, that doesn’t hurt.”

Friday, March 9 

In a wide-ranging conversation Friday after¬ 
noon, the loudest reaction Lawrence Wright 
evoked from his audience of a couple hun¬ 
dred people was when he said, “Trump is the 
most Texan president we’ve ever had.” 

That was by way of talking about the ste¬ 
reotypes outsiders presume about Texans 
- as he puts it in his new book, God Save 
Texas: that we are “braggarts; careless with 
money and our personal lives; a little gull¬ 
ible but dangerous if crossed; insecure but 
obsessed with power and prestige. Indeed, 
it’s an irony that the figure who most embod¬ 
ies the values people associate with the 
state is a narcissistic Manhattan billionaire 
now sitting in the oval office.' 

That received some hearty 
boos, but Wright continued, 

“These are stereotypes 
[Texans] can’t escape, yet 
New York is not being held 
responsible.” He added that 
one stimulus for the book 
was the puzzlement he 
hears from non-Texans who 
want to know, “How can you live there?” fol¬ 
lowed by a grudging exception for Austin. 

Politics was but one of the many themes 
Wright touched on, encouraged by Austin 
American-Statesman reporter Jonathan Tilove, 
who managed to instigate engaging stories 
from Wright, about his early years in Abilene 
and Dallas; his English immigrant ancestor 
(an incompetent Kansas farmer who “home¬ 
steaded on what became the Dust Bowl”); 
and Texas as the vision of the American 
future - for good or ill. 

Wright spoke with both hope and foreboding 
about that burgeoning and increasingly diverse 
Texas. “The whole state will look like Houston, 
where no ethnic group predominates ... yet 


do our political leaders want to educate black 
and brown children? ... If we don’t invest in 
those groups, we won’t have a future.” He 
said the political preference to instead fund 
(mostly white) private schools “strikes me as 
outright racism.” 

Much of the conversation was lighter, 
and evidence of Wright’s on-and-off love 
affair with Texas. Having left as a youth, he 
returned in 1979 on a writing assignment, 
almost by chance visiting New Braunfels and 
then Gruene Hall, where he heard George 
Strait open for Asleep at the Wheel. “The 
music and the accents all felt like home.” 

The book (with a title taken from a song 
Wright wrote with Marcia Ball, featuring the 
refrain, “He’s the only one 
who can”) is a dramatic 
shift in subject and tone 
from his recent work on 
international terrorism ( The 
Looming Tower , The Terror 
Years), and afterward he 
told the Chronicle : “I just 
had a wonderful time writ¬ 
ing it. When I left Texas Monthly, I thought 
I’d never write about Texas again. I didn’t 
want to be a regional writer. Then with all 
of its problems, I kind of fell in love with 
the state again. ... There are a lot of color¬ 
ful people in Texas; that’s what makes the 
political scene so rich. And then the music 
... I felt like when I joined a band, I became 
a real Austinite.” 

Wright plays keyboards for WhoDo, a 
blues band with a regular date at the Skylark 
Lounge. “April 15 is our next gig.” In the 
meantime, his play C/eo, about Elizabeth 
Taylor, Richard Burton, and the making of 
Cleopatra, is in rehearsals at Houston’s Alley 
Theatre. - Michael King

Little Men, 
Massive Crimes 

The banality of evil reimagined as political farce

Can’t keep your Molotov straight from 
your Malenkov? No problem. A sure grasp 
of midcentury Soviet history isn’t required 
to appreciate this latest political satire from 
Britain’s Armando lannucci. The Death of 
Stalin isn’t so far removed from the 
contemporary comedies that brought 
him international acclaim, the feature 
film In the Loop, which skewered the 
political skullduggery that led to 
the 2003 Iraq invasion, and HBO 
sitcom Veep, a merry farce of the 
executive branch. They’re all in 
their own way variations on the 
same themes - power’s corrupt¬ 
ing influence, and the scrambling 
sycophancy of those on the lower 
ladder rungs of power, just ach¬ 
ing to be important enough to be 
corrupted. But what sets apart 
The Death of Stalin is its immediacy. There’s 
no arch remove, no abstraction. Its comic 
barbs breathe the same poisoned air as 
its brutish jolts of violence; even when we 
don’t see the trigger pulled, we’re still step¬ 
ping in the blood spatter. For all the prat¬ 
falls, this is a grim, dispiriting work. It dares 


not to be liked, and there’s a lot to like in 
that daringness. 

The titular death doesn’t happen right away. 
An amusing prologue meant to illustrate the 
degree to which a cowed people will jump 
to placate their premier (How high? This 
high?) is followed by an even grander 
obsequiousness in our first introduction 
to Stalin’s Politburo. They include the 
slickly nasty Beria (Beale), head of 
secret police; simpleton Malenkov 
(Tambor); and Khrushchev 
(Buscemi), who keeps his head 
down but fancies himself a reform¬ 
er; around a conference table, they 
gather to plot the next purge and 
try to score points with the boss. 
And then Stalin dies. Well, first he 
suffers a massive cerebral hemor¬ 
rhage and pisses himself, a puddle 
his supplicants hilariously have to step around, 
and then the film really gets cooking, as the 
Politburo scrabbles to replace dear Josef. 

There’s a disorientation throughout that 
works in the film’s favor, as real life is re¬ 
drafted with a caricaturist’s pen. The Death 
of Stalin never mocks historical horrors.

Instead, the broadness, the outrageous¬ 
ness, with which it dramatizes the banality of 
evil - and bureaucracy, too - is what makes 
it so very chilling, as in a scene of human 
liquidation dispatched with the order and effi¬ 
ciency of a stage set being struck. In another 
scene, Beria gives his lieutenant blocking for 
a deadly midnight raid, showing the same 
visionary flair as a movie director: “Shoot her 
first, but make sure he sees it.” 

Intentionally, photorealism - an attempted 
facsimile of history - isn’t the goal here for 
lannucci and his co-writers David Schneider, 
Ian Martin, and Peter Fellows (working from 
the comic book by Fabien Nury and Thierry 
Robin). Certainly not with a cast speaking 
mostly in British and American accents, these 
so-very-game character actors in a troupe 
that’s positively Lubitschian in its agility with 
razoring dialogue, its close-ups on weathered 
(read: interesting) faces. (It’s tempting to call 
this lannucci’s To Be or Not to Be, but there’s 
just no hope for humanity here.) 

Despite the outstanding work of the produc¬ 
tion and art departments in making The Death 
of Stalin seem believably of its era, what is 
most striking about the film is its timeless¬ 
ness - or, more to the point, its timeliness. As 
the warring members of the Politburo conspire 
and connive, in meeting rooms, bathrooms, 
and hallways, these Communist apparatchiks 
could easily be confused for titans of industry, 
or the executive committee of your garden- 
variety frat. And that is perhaps The Death 
of Stalin’s most depressing takeaway - that 
all of history may be condensed to just 
another room where asshole alpha males 
jostle for power, and the rest of us poor 
slops pay powerfully for their hubris.

Monday, March 12 

“We’re here to talk about Brigsby Bear,” 
Mark Hamill said. There were probably more 
people in the packed Paramount than had 
seen his quirky comedy, but the loyal audi¬ 
ence that grew up with the Star Wars: The 
LastJedi star would have sat through an hour 
of his knock-knock jokes. 

Instead, he was part of the extended Q&A 
for The Director and the Jedi, a behind-the- 
scenes insight into the making of the most 
recent movie in the mega-franchise. It was 
not the last addition to the 2018 SXSW Film 
schedule; that was the equally anticipated 
adaptation of Ready Player One, which had 
only emptied out of the Paramount after mid¬ 
night. Yet the next morning, the faithful were 
lined up around the block to watch a cin¬ 
ematic screening of what is, 
for all intents and purposes, a 
Blu-ray special feature. 

It’s not without precedent: 

In 2016, JJ Abrams screened 
Secrets of the Force Awakens: 

A Cinematic Journey in the 
same room, at a near-identical 
time slot. This time, the audi¬ 
ence (many of whom had 
caught the Ready Player One 
world premiere, and had barely 
impacted the surface of their 
beds) had to get up an hour 
earlier than the previous year. 

But what they got was not the standard rah- 
rah publicity material. Instead, as an insight 
into the creative processes of a massive 
blockbuster, Anthony Wonke’s documentary 
was part Hearts of Darkness, part Depeche 
Mode 101. Most notably, it did not shy away 
from the kind but thorny relationship between 
writer/director Rian Johnson and Hamill - a 
creative divergence that has been rewritten 
on film Twitter as a massive spat. 

In The LastJedi, Johnson rewrote wide-eyed 
Luke Skywalker (much to Hamill’s chagrin) 


as an embittered version of Obi-Wan Kenobi. 
Onstage, the actor is more like the impish 
Yoda, hiding wisdom under humor. Like how 
he was actually the third member of the origi¬ 
nal cast to return for the new trilogy: Carrie 
Fisher signed on straightaway, but he was 
caught off-guard when Harrison Ford beat him 
back to the fold. “I thought, oh my God, I’ve 
been drafted, because if Larry and Moe come 
back, then Curly’s gotta sing.” 

When he originally agreed to return to the 
Jedi’s robes, he only had two requests: It 
couldn’t just be a cameo, and he would be 
there for all three films. “See how well that 
worked out for me?” 

But amid the humor, he did not dodge his 
public early criticism of Johnson’s decisions 

about Luke’s path - most espe¬ 
cially, by putting it into context. 
“I was no different with George 
[Lucas],” he said, and disagree¬ 
ing with the direction did not 
mean rejecting it, or not throw¬ 
ing himself into the challenge. 
He compared it to “going home 
again to a house I didn’t recog¬ 
nize at all. ... What happened 
between the last one and this 
one, where the most optimistic 
man in the galaxy becomes a 
suicidal, cranky old man telling 
people to get off his lawn?” 

Moreover, Johnson said, “This process 
happens on every single movie with charac¬ 
ters. Because it’s always a dialogue between 
the director and the actor, and that’s a 
healthy thing.” 

However, it’s rare that audiences get such 
a close view of that process. Getting basi¬ 
cally unrestricted access to one of the most 
high-profile - and secretive - film projects 
came as a surprise to Wonke. After receiving 
an unexpected call from Lucasfilm, he said, 

“I picked myself up from the floor, and then

made my way to Pinewood Studios as fast 
as I could.” That led to five months of meet¬ 
ings, “and I suppose what we were doing was 
finding out a little bit about ourselves, how it 
would work, and the methodology of it.” 

What they settled on was six months fully 
embedded with the production, with Johnson, 
producer Ram Bergman, and other key crew 
members mic’d at all times. Johnson said he 
was inspired to allow such access by the 1983 
CBS behind-the-scenes documentary Classic 
Creatures: Return of the Jedi. “It really showed 
you how they did all the creatures, and I 
remember what an impact that had on me, but 
then also we talked about the amazing behind- 


the-scenes doc they did on Magnolia, the Paul 
Thomas Anderson movie, and docs that really 
get you into the process, as opposed to pro¬ 
moting the outcome of the process.” 

“I climbed up inside Jabba the Hutt,” inter¬ 
jected Hamill. “I asked permission first. But 
I just wanted to know what it was like to be 
inside there.” So how was it? “It was like a 
sauna bath. You lose weight at work. I also 
climbed into the bantha.” This was the prop 
bantha in Tunisia, not one of the elephants in 
a giant costume; inside, it was papier-mache, 
so he pulled out a flashlight. “I read a review, 
sideways, of David Bowie’s concert in Paris.”

BARRY JENKINS FILM KEYNOTE 


Sunday, March 11 

Barry Jenkins delivered his keynote 
address a decade after his first feature film, 
Medicine for Melancholy, debuted at the 
festival. His first outing at SXSW was spent 
hustling to get his film seen, but now he was 
squarely in the spotlight. 

Jenkins began by delivering the Oscar 
acceptance speech he was denied after the 
now-infamous Best Picture mix-up left him 
frazzled. “Tarell [Alvin McCraney, whose play 
In Moonlight Black Boys Look Blue inspired 
the film] and I are Chiron. ... When you 
watch Moonlight, you don’t assume a boy 
who grew up how and where we did could 
make a piece of art that wins an Academy 
Award. ... So, to anyone watching this, let 
this be a symbol - a reflection that leads 
you to love yourself.” 

The speech was a poignant introduction 
to the remainder of Jenkins’ keynote, which 
traced the rocky trajectory of his career. 
Jenkins’ own childhood would occasionally 


return to an illustrative refrain throughout the 
keynote (“Barry Jenkins, born of the projects, 
to a mom addicted to crack cocaine ...”) that 
emphasized the obstacles he had overcome 
in his nearly 20-year career. 

But now, Jenkins is more than a recog¬ 
nized talent. He is a guiding light for children 
who struggle to see themselves as artists. 

He explained how he came to understand 
that by telling a story about life on-set in 
Miami for Moonlight, and how the children 
of the community quickly became a fixture 
on-set. While working with his actors on a 
scene, Jenkins looked behind him and saw 
a group of kids staring with fascination into 
the crew’s video monitors, transfixed by the 
magic of filmmaking. 

“It floored me,” Jenkins said. “I cried 
because I realized I denied myself that dream 
for so long, I didn’t recognize it when I was 
able to give that dream to someone else.”

The pulpy dark comedy Gringo divides 
the world into two categories of people: 
those who screw others, and those who get 
screwed. In the first category, meet the co¬ 
presidents of a small American pharmaceuti¬ 
cal company on the verge of announcing a 
breakthrough medication, a cannabis capsule 
guaranteed to clear the smoke in the bur¬ 
geoning medical marijuana market. (Think 
of it as Viagra for the stoner set.) Pompous 
dickhead Richard Rusk (Joel Edgerton) is 
the kind of overgrown frat boy who keeps 
a framed photo of himself running with the 
bulls in the streets of Pamplona in his corner 
office, while shamelessly self-centered Elaine 
Markinson (Theron) is an impolitic meanie 
who doesn’t hesitate to let her cleavage to 
do the talking as circumstances dictate. 

When these two jerks are not literally screw¬ 
ing each other on the job (the company appar¬ 
ently has no workplace dating policy), they’re 
screwing someone like the trusting Harold 
Soyinka (Oyelowo), a mild-mannered middle 
manager falling in the second aforementioned 
population group. After an under-the-radar 
corporate merger threatens to unravel fol¬ 
lowing Richard and Elaine’s failed attempt to 
cut ties with a former business associate, a 
cold-blooded Mexican drug dealer, a luckless 
Harold remaining south of the border becomes 
the sacrificial lamb to their hungry wolves. 

The movie has a floppy vibe to it, tee¬ 
tering on lazy farce in its mixed marriage 
of dry humor and flashes of violence. In 
Tarantino-lite fashion, the cartel honcho’s 
apropos-of-nothing question about rating the 
Beatles’ best album may have gruesome 
consequences for the respondent, depending 
on the answer. But like Pavlov’s dog, you soon 
become conditioned to this one-two punch, 
and the shock of a laugh quickly followed 
by a bullet to the head begins to feel rote. 
Furthermore, a few of the second-string char¬ 
acters seem extraneous to the plot in Anthony 
Tambakis and Matthew Stone’s screenplay, 
such as Seyfried’s sweet tourist complement¬ 
ing Harold’s nice guy, and Newton’s entitled 
cheating spouse. And as for the little green 
pill that sets things in motion, the availability 
of edibles in those states with liberalized pot 
laws today makes that narrative conceit feel 
somewhat outdated. (Note: The movie began 
production approximately two years ago.) 

While Edgerton’s deadpan turn as Richard 
has its moments, something about Theron’s 
ball-busting act as Elaine is unconvincing, 
her best moment coming when the charac¬ 
ter briefly acknowledges her vulnerability 
before quickly switching back to cold-hearted 
bitch mode. Which brings us to the comic 
revelation of Oyelowo’s performance as 
hapless Harry. Can this be the same actor 
best-known for his solemn performances as 
Martin Luther King in Selma and African tribal 
king Seretse Khama in A United Kingdom ? 
Whether he’s acting out by phone Harold’s 


World War III. This is one of the first movies to 
make young and old alike sit up and notice that 
there was a brave new world out there run by 
computers and kids. @Alamo Village, Saturday

torture at the hands of invisible kidnappers, 
drunkenly rambling on about a chess game 
strategy, or hysterically pleading for this life 
while kneeling on a darkened Veracruz calle, 
Oyelowo steals this movie right from under 
everyone else’s collective nose. He’s a hoot 
in an act of grand larceny that makes the 
uneven Gringo worthwhile.

“I’m just like you,” the boyishly handsome 
and sweet-natured high school senior Simon 
Spier (Robinson) matter-of-factly announces 
at the outset of this groundbreaking, yet 
refreshingly ordinary movie about a young man 
learning to exhale after a lifetime of holding 
his breath. At first glance, Simon appears to 
be just another face in the millennial crowd, a 
seemingly average white-bread teenager in a 
John Hughes coming-of-age film (that is, one 
featuring kids of color) suffering the slings and 
arrows of an otherwise conventional adoles¬ 
cence. But this 17-year-old harbors a secret 
that distinguishes him from just about every¬ 
one else he knows: He’s gay. Although Simon 
comes from a loving family (with Garner and 
Duhamel playing his parents, who could ask for 
better genes?) and enjoys the company of a 
tight-knit group of supportive friends, he never¬ 
theless can’t bring himself to acknowledge his 
sexual orientation to the world. Some unnam- 
able yet powerful dread holds him back, one 
informing an anguish he experiences every day. 
As he wittily (and yet, almost sadly) observes 
in the film’s most astute sequence: Why don’t 


straight people have to come out, too? 

There’s much about Love, Simon to pick 
apart. For starters, when an obnoxious drama 
geek acquaintance threatens to out the clos¬ 
eted Simon unless he sets the loser up with 
a female friend, it’s hard to fathom how this 
seemingly nice guy could so easily engage 
in hurtful lies and deceit simply out of sheer 
terror of the truth. Likewise, the bullying that 
Simon experiences once he’s viciously cyber- 
outed is unquestionably mean-spirited, but 
some viewers may dismissively perceive as 
sugar-coated given the more egregious con¬ 
sequences other LGBTQ kids regularly endure 
under similar circumstances. But if this decep¬ 
tively simple movie is about anything - regard¬ 
less of whether you identify as gay or straight 
or something else - it’s about how fear and 
shame can rot the soul. As some Elizabethan 
playwright once advised (albeit in a slightly 
different context), to thine own self be true. 

Faults aside, there’s something truly revo¬ 
lutionary about this big-screen Romeo and 
Romeo romance, as Simon courts an anony¬ 
mous closeted schoolmate he’s met online in 
the hope of one day meeting him. Like Tom 
Hanks and Meg Ryan before them, Simon and 
Mr. Right finally meet, not atop the Empire 
State Building, but at the apex of a Ferris 
wheel in full view of a world they’ve kept at 
arm’s length all their lives. It’s a cliched happy 
ending, one you’ve seen countless times 
before, but never in this way. And for those 
young persons out there who identify with 
Simon, you can only happily imagine what it 
will mean for them to see such a thing in a 
mainstream Hollywood movie. Because when 
these two boys finally kiss for the first time, no 
doubt you’ll feel the Earth move, just a little.

She seems pretty well resigned to this life of 
lonely monotony, until new guy Jean (AzaTs), 
a temp worker and professional boxer, shows 
up. He instantly recognizes her and eventu¬ 
ally charms his way into becoming her man¬ 
ager (and lover), and the two plot a “come¬ 
back.” Jean is just 21 and still lives with his 
parents. His father’s a Laura fanboy and his 
mother is jealous of this, a subplot that con¬ 
tributes an awkward underlying tension. 

All the action in Souvenir happens in such 
a dreamlike haze, that it’s my personal pet 
theory that none of it is actually real and 
Liliane has been sitting in front of the TV the 
whole time. As far as symbolism with objects 
and colors, there is a lot for a minor poet to 
sink her teeth into. The most prominent gar¬ 
nish on the pate is the bay leaf, a representa¬ 
tion of wisdom and victory. Some of the work 
is already done as much attention is drawn 
to the color red, via a bathtub conversation 
between Liliane and Jean - “action, courage, 
confidence, passion.” Liliane’s bedroom is 
steeped in a deep red, and it’s the color of 
the dress she wears onstage. “Souvenir” is 
also the name of the song Laura sings at the 
European Song Contest (an American Idol -like 
competition). While the song is about lost love 
(that old trope), the broader meaning is about 
holding on to a memory. What we keep for 
ourselves, of ourselves: an intangible souvenir.

THE STRANGERS: 

PREY AT NIGHT

The creepily masked “strangers” of the 
2008 original reignite their reign of nihilistic 
horror in this sequel, which arrives oddly 10 
years after the first film. Bloody, cruel, and 
senseless murder is these strangers’ thing, 
especially when delivered with an ironic touch. 
There’s no helter-skelter race-war paradigm 
guiding the murderers’ actions, no precipitat¬ 
ing road rage or underlying psychosis, no 
deep-seated compulsions or perversion of 
logic. These hideous killers who cover their 
mugs with China-doll masks or a smiley-faced 
burlap bag commit their deeds for the scariest 
of motives: no reason whatsoever. Their vic¬ 
tims are random, their bloodthirst nonspecific. 


They’re just “Kids in America,” as the song 
that blares over the film’s preambular butch¬ 
ery would lead us to conclude. 

Parents Mike (Henderson) and Cindy 
(Hendricks) are sending their petulant daugh¬ 
ter Kinsey (Madison) to boarding school for 
reasons that are never fully spelled out in the 
movie. There’s mention of Kinsey frequently 
ditching classes, and she wears a testy teen¬ 
ager’s attitude on her sleeve - needlessly, 
as it turns out, since the rest of her torso 
is covered throughout the entire film by an 
emblematic Ramones T-shirt. Mike and Cindy 
are driving Kinsey, along with her perfect teen 
brother Luke (Pullman), to the school, but first 
stop to spend the night at a trailer community 
overseen by Cindy’s aunt and uncle. Bad idea. 
Those masked spooksters who committed 
the home invasion in the first film have taken 
up residence in the deserted trailer park and, 
before long, their mayhem branches out from 
the claustrophobic confines of the trailer inte¬ 
riors to the great outdoors. And of course it’s 
atmospherically dark and foggy out there, mak¬ 
ing the appearance of those masks emerging 
from the total blackness all the more cinemat¬ 
ic. Director Roberts also revealed a knack for 
eking tension from challenging lighting situa¬ 
tions in his last film, the underwater thriller 47 
Meters Down. His swimming-pool set-piece is 
one of the highlights of the film. 

The characters, being characters in a hor¬ 
ror movie, do dopey things like failing to use 
a gun in self-defense when given the oppor¬ 
tunity, opening doors, or entering spaces 
from which other sensible people would flee, 
and walking down lighted paths instead of 
furtively seeking safety. There is no character 
development or psychology manifested in 
any aspect of The Strangers. That’s in keep¬ 
ing with the sense of dread created by the 
inventor of this franchise, Bryan Bertino, a UT 
filmmaking alum who wrote and directed the 
original film and co-wrote the sequel with Ben 
Ketai. In 2008, star Liv Tyler asked the invad¬ 
ers why they were attacking her family and 
received the senseless answer, “Because 
you were home.” The identical question is 
posed in Prey at Night, and another version 
of the same meaningless answer is given by 
one of the ghoulies: “Why not?” Ultimately, 
what is scarier than a world without reason? 
The fear fuels our human quest for God and 
meaning in the universe, and touches deep- 
seated nerves in our moviegoing experience 
that cause us to instinctively clasp movies 
that mimic those anxieties despite their lack 
of anodynes or solutions. Why not, indeed?

Commandment No. 1 of Academy Award-nominated short 
film was, is, and always shall remain “expect the unexpected.” 
That includes a rapturous ode to the sport of “Dear Basketball,” 
written by Kobe Bryant and directed by Disney master animator 
Glen Keane ( The Little Mermaid). This is a moving, slam-dunk 
portrait of the 18-time NBA All-Star’s passion for and eventual 
departure from the game. A sextet of directors helm the French 
offering “Garden Party,” a preposterously detailed CGI comic 
opera involving a hungry frog that’s my pick for the best out of 
the five shorts. It wouldn’t be a normal Oscar free-for-all if Pixar 
didn’t show up with something to tug on your heartstrings. 

This year it’s director Dave Mullins’ “Lou,” which played in front 
of (and was frankly much better than) Cars 3. France returns 
with directors Max Porter and Ru Kuwahata’s dreamy, Jan 
Svankmajer-influenced “Negative Space,” and finally there’s UK 
fairy tale foible “Revolting Rhymes.” Directors Jakob Schuh and 
Jan Lachauer use soft-edged CGI in a mashup of Snow White, 
Goldilocks, et al. The premise is terrific, but the overstuffed 
storyline is too much by half.

Lurching away from the high-budget arthouse con¬ 
troversy of Mother!, Jennifer Lawrence returns to action 
as Dominika Egorova, a Bolshoi ballerina with a broken 
leg. Fortunately her spymaster uncle (Schoenaerts) gives 
her an option: Become a sex-spy (which is a real thing), 
and seduce CIA agent Nate Nash (Edgerton). Making a 
tech-driven neo-Cold War spy drama seems like a Zeitgeist 
necessity, but Red Sparrow is an antiquated mess and 
about as sexual as Fifty Shades of Gorky Park. It’s not 
that no one is trying. Edgerton continues to waste his 
layered everyman persona on high-concept junk, while 
Schoenaerts gives his Putin-in-waiting spymaster a twisted 
spin, but Lawrence’s glacial aloofness just reads as bore¬ 
dom. Coming so close on the heels of another clumsy 
female-led spy adaptation, Atomic Blonde, Red Sparrow 
plummets to Earth.

Elisa (Hawkins, splendid) works as 
a cleaning woman in a mysterious military facility whose 
newest acquisition is a scaly gill-man (Jones) captured in 
the Amazons.

(Spencer) plus her homosexual neighbor Giles (Jenkins) 
to spirit it away from a vivisected fate.

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SXSW Again Pivots on Rap 


South by Southwest remains the only 
time of the year you’ll see a rapper perform 
on the yuppie enclave of Rainey Street. 

For the Festival’s opening weekend, dedicated 
primarily to the SXSW Film and SXSW 
Interactive conferences, classic hip-hop art¬ 
ists proved an especially popular choice for 
brands. Besides Paul Wall, Slim Thug, and 
Too Short, who performed at Cedar Street, 
the latter SX track saw the almighty Snoop 
Dogg DJ’ing Ashton Kutcher’s Sound 
Ventures party (opened by St. Vincent solo 
on an acoustic guitar), Ludacris warming up 
for his Rodeo Austin appearance on Monday 
with a Vevo House set, and Grandmaster 
Flash spinning records at Alibi. 

Saturday at Rainey Street’s Bungalow 
bar, Academy Award-winning lyricist Common 
entertained techies with a lengthy, freestyle- 
laced performance and astonishingly corny 
Austin references, specifically “Rainey 
Street,” “Sixth Street,” “Longhorns,” and 
the dreaded “Keep Austin Weird.” While 
“Playback” cringed, the largely tourist audi¬ 
ence howled excitedly with each proper noun. 
At least he left out a potential rhyme about 
“Waiting in line at Franklin Barbecue.” 

That face palm-worthy cypher notwithstanding, 
and despite the fact that this year’s rap lineup 
isn’t as superstar as the last three years, hip- 
hop persists as the most interesting genre and 
deepest source of big names at SXSW 2018. 

Besides burgeoning Atlanta rapper/singer 
6lack having already materialized at Under 
Armour’s geodesic dome on Friday, Action 
Bronson, YFN Lucci, and Joey Purp add 


contemporary oomph to a lineup stacked 
with venerated OGs like the Roots, Wyclef 
Jean, DMC, RZA, Bun B, and Talib Kweli. 
Barred-out wunderkind Lil Xan represents 
the impossibly popular ignorant-trap set, 
while Lone Star talent emerges with Houston 
heavy-hitter Maxo Kream and an ATX crop 
that includes Abhi the Nomad, Kydd Jones, 
Magna Carda, Riders Against the Storm, 
Quin NFN, and Blastfamous USA. 

Of particular interest is the MC pairing of 
locals Zeale and Phranchyze with native 
guitar hero Gary Clark Jr., collectively known 
as Blackillac, who are scheduled to throw 
down at the Chronicle’s Hair of the 3-Legged 
Dog day party Friday at Hotel Vegas. 

“Playback” is particularly pumped to revisit 
Rae Sremmurd and see Princess Nokia, 
the remarkably individualistic NYC rapper 
with a tomboy aesthetic and irresistible left- 
field anthems. There’s also the rare union 
of Dr. Octagon squad Kool Keith, Dan the 
Automator, and DJ Qbert, previewed by 
a ticketed show at Empire Control Room 
last Sunday. I’ll be interested to see the 
response to B-boy turned K-pop star turned 
Roc Nation-inked Asian-American rapper Jay 
Park, who joins the SXSW hip-hop contingent. 

“When I was growing up, there was always 
one genre of hip-hop that was popular at a 
time,” explains Jared “Confucius Jones” 
Williams, co-host of KUTX 98.9 hip-hop 
specialty show The Breaks, which hosts a 
homegrown SX showcase on Friday at Karma 
Lounge. “Now it’s all popular. You have trap, 
you have intellectual rap, you have grunge 


rap - all different aspects of rap popular 
at one time. On my show, I can play Lil Uzi 
Vert, then 21 Savage, then Meek Mill, then 
Kanye, then Abhi the Nomad. And it works! 

“South by Southwest reflects that, how 
prevalent all the genres are. I think that’s 
why hip-hop is so dominant.” 

Indeed, SXSW acts as a mirror to a mod¬ 
ern music industry, where rap commands 
the charts. Hip-hop-oriented discs accounted 
for over half of the Top 100 entries on last 
week’s Billboard albums chart. By compari¬ 
son, rock only notched a dozen and several 
were reissues of classics. Migos is the new 
Tom Petty, Atlanta is the new Seattle, Rae 
Sremmurd are the “Black Beatles.” 

“Its definitely a reflection of music industry 
and consumer trends,” attests SXSW hip-hop 
booker Brian Hobbs as to why the genre, 
which represents roughly 20% of the Festival’s 
overall bookings, generates such outsize 
intrigue. “You can listen to Top 40 radio and 
hear hip-hop influencing almost every song.” 

Rap’s continued ascendancy at SXSW, 
which began in the Nineties as onetime 
conference liaison Matt Sonzala document¬ 
ed in a piece for Medium last week, comes 
at a moment when black messages are 
crossing over to white audiences like never 
before. Jordan Peele’s box office hit Get 
Out, a manifesto on contemporary racism 
disguised as a horror flick, made history at 
this month’s Oscars as the first Best Original 
Screenplay written by an African-American. 
Meanwhile, Black Panther is shattering box 
office records as we speak. 


Speaking of Black Panther, young Cali rap¬ 
pers SOB X RBE are coming into SXSW hot 
off the placement of their track “Paramedic!” 
on the film’s landmark soundtrack. 

Not to be confused with Black Panther, 
Austin’s Black Pumas should be breakouts 
this week. The quintet, owning a refresh¬ 
ingly modern and musically dense take 
on psychedelic soul, proved nothing short 
of stunning in headlining a 50-act All the 
Friends Ball at Spider House on Sunday. 
Since debuting live at C-Boy’s Heart & 

Soul six weeks ago, singer Eric Burton has 
transformed into a highly impassioned and 
entertaining frontman. 

Even the most relevant artist of SXSW’s 
onetime archetype, the sensitive singer-song- 
writer - distinctly Caucasian historically - is 
African-American. Twenty-year-old El Pasoan 
Khalid earned five Grammy nominations for 
his 2017 album American Teen. That record 
holds at No. 15 on Billboard more than a 
year after its release, positioning him as a 
major draw at SXSW this week. 

* Also arriving here with major interest 
| is Willow Smith, daughter of Will and 
5 Jada, who makes a particularly artsy and 
g free-floating brand of R&B. She’ll be at 
I the Belmont on Thursday headlining the 
Sj Women Represent showcase, featuring 14 
| acts including Rapsody, Kamaiyah, and 
\ Kodie Shane. SXSW bookers revealed to 
p “Playback” that an all-female artist showcase 
was something that had a lot of interest 
among participants this year. 

Believe it or not, this isn’t all to say there’s 
no room for white dudes with guitars at SXSW. 

As a matter of fact, a couple of told Austin 
heroes are set to have big years. Roky 
Erickson, beloved godfather of psyche¬ 
delic and horror rock, gets a much-deserved 
headlining slot on the free outdoor stage at 
Auditorium Shores on Saturday. He appears 
as part of a new Austin Music Awards 
showcase that also features recent honorees 
Shinyribs (Band of the Year and Album of 
the Year), A Giant Dog (Best Rock), Night 
Drive (Best Electronic), and Selena cele¬ 
brants Bidi Bidi Banda (Best Cover Band). If 
an AMA night at SXSW becomes annual, that 
raises the stakes for the Chronicle’s annual 
Austin Music Poll. 

Blaze Foley, the staggering miscreant/ 
genius singer-songwriter whose incredible 
tunes only became world famous decades 
after his murder in 1989, carries improbable 
momentum going into SXSW. The Sundance 
Award-winning biopic that Austin native 
Ethan Hawke directed, Blaze , screens Friday 
at the Paramount Theatre followed by an all- 
star tribute that includes Nikki Lane, Hurray 
for the Riff Raff singer Alynda Segarra, 
the Texas Gentlemen, Gurf Morlix, lead 
actor Ben Dickey, and Charlie Sexton, who 
plays Townes Van Zandt in the film. 

One more thing regarding hip-hop at SXSW 
2018. Early on, Florida rap heavyweight Rick 
Ross seemed a likely candidate to appear 
at the Festival to generate hype for his forth¬ 
coming 10th album, Port of Miami 2. Then, 
on the first of the month, he was hospital¬ 
ized after being found unconscious and TMZ 
reported he was on life support. 

He’s now out, so if he surprised the world 
with a triumphant appearance at SXSW, that 
would be a boss-level PR move. ■

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Dear Luv Doc, 

One thing I have always admired about my partner is that 
she tells it like it is. She has absolutely not tolerance for lies or 
deception. She is brutally honest 24-7. If she thinks someone 
is bullshitting her, she will call them on it. If she doesn’t like 
someone’s shirt, she will tell them. If she doesn’t like the music on someone’s stereo, she will let them 
know. If she doesn’t like the cookies someone brings to the office potluck, they are going to hear about 
it. If your friend is an asshole, she will tell you - and tell your friend too. Now, while I find this hon¬ 
esty refreshing, not everyone feels the same. Our friend group has shrunk considerably and people 
have subtly (and sometimes not) let me know that they find her abrasive. It troubles me that we (she) 
might have been alienating people over the years, and even though I know my partner might not 
care, I do. So, how do I go about mending fences with people who have written us off because of her 
behavior? And how do I get her to see that being more diplomatic might mean that we’re happier in 
the long run? - T. Ruth 



That’s easy. You just need to be every bit as honest with her as she is with everyone else. Tell her 
that all but a few of your friends can’t stand to be around her because of her “refreshing honesty.” 
Let her know - and this is a really important one - no one really gives a fuck about what she thinks. 
If they did, they would ask her opinion - and really when they ask her opinion they are more likely 
just seeking ratification and approval and not some sort of ruthless, withering critique. Tell her that 
while she may have a really low tolerance for lies and deception, a lot of other people - some of them 
recently your friends - have a very low tolerance for assholes. 

In fact, most people have zero tolerance for assholes. No, it’s not printed on their T-shirts, tat¬ 
tooed on their lower backs, or engraved in driftwood on their mantles. Instead, their zero tolerance 
is exhibited by the amount of time they willingly spend with assholes: zero. People who have zero 
tolerance for assholes don’t stick around to argue with the asshole about how he or she is being an 
asshole, they just leave the asshole alone. 

A good test to see whether or not you’re an asshole is to call all your friends and ask them if 
they think you’re an asshole. If you have no friends to call, BINGO! OK, that’s not 100% accurate, 
there are any number of mitigating factors. You might be super wealthy and have lots of “friends.” 
You might be really creative and introspective and spend all your time immersed in your art. You 
might simply refuse to bathe because it dries out your skin. I mean, theoretically you could be the 
nicest person on Earth and still smell like cat vomit or maybe the grease dumpster behind a Cajun 
restaurant. If that’s the case, just chat your online friends and see if they think you’re an asshole. 
Everybody online has an opinion. Increasingly the internet is where assholes congregate to mastur¬ 
bate. I mean intellectually and not just literally. 

Most importantly you need to be very honest with her about how her “honesty” is affecting you 
personally. Assholes tend not to care so much about what other people think, and one of those 
people, sadly, may be you. Your partner might not give a fuck about what other people think, but 
there is a sliver of a chance she might care what you think and amend her 
behavior accordingly. 

Believe it or not, there are people who manage to tell the truth diplo¬ 
matically. Being diplomatic isn’t being deceptive; it’s being thoughtful 
and caring. It’s also a lot more difficult than simply being an asshole. As 
for mending fences with your friends, the only person who can truly do 
that is your partner. I imagine that is going to take some amazing tact and 
diplomacy. I wish you and her all the luck in the world.
